Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  sec- 
ond annual  message.  No  assumption  of  superior  erudition 
is  intended  in  the  presentation  of  the  thoughts  herein  ex- 
pressed, but  whatever  of  logic  or  of  theory  may  appear  is 
based  upon  a  careful  investigation  of  the  attendant  circum- 
stances, or  follows  as  the  natural  sequence  of  experience. 

FINANCES. 

We  submit  herewith  a  comparative  statement  of  the  finances 
of  the  city  of  Dover  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1898,  and  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1899.

In  presenting  the  above  figures  I  can  but  repeat  what  I  said 
one  year  ago,  that  "I  have  not  considered  the  cash  or  uncol- 
lected taxes  as  an  asset  of  the  city,  to  be  set  off  against  the 
public  debt,  because  the  sum  is  needed  for  current  expenses 
prior  to  the  new  tax  levy,  and  we  should  carry  to  our  succes- 
sors a  similar  amount  each  year." 

The  cemetery  notes  of  $13,500  have  been  renewed  during 
the  year,  for  this  reason :  The  manner  in  which  the  tract  of 
land  recently  added  to  Pine  Hill  Cemetery  shall  be  developed, 
is  yet  a  theory.  Detailed  plans  for  such  development  are 
under  consideration  by  the  Commission,  but  until  such  time 
as  the  expense  incident  to  the  undertaking  can  be  determined, 
it  seems  inexpedient  to  take  any  decisive  steps  looking  to  the 
final  disposition  of  the  loan.  As  this  department,  in  its  op- 
erations, is  independent  of  municipal  control,  its  finances 
should  be  so  managed  as  to  relieve  the  city  of  any  burden  ex- 
cept the  necessary  loan  of  its  credit,  or  the  encouragement 
suggested  by  a  small  annual  appropriation. 

VALUATION. 

The  valuation  of  the  city  by  years  from  1888,  has  been  as 
follows  :

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  during  this  time  the 
lowest  valuation  was  in  1888,  reaching  high  water  mark  in 
1892;  each  year  decreasing  until  1896,  and  increasing  in  1897 
and  1898.  By  comparing  the  valuation  of  1888  with  1898,  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  $590,720.00, 
or  a  trifle  over  7  per  cent. 

These  figures  are  interesting  first  by  reason  of  the  fluctua- 
tion in  valuation,  and  second  because  of  the  intimate  relation 
which  this  factor  bears  to  our  tax  rate. 

They  also  suggest  the  thought  that  possibly  changes  may 
arise  in  our  industrial  conditions  which  may,  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent, reduce  our  valuation  lower  than  has  been  apparent  in 
former  years. 

The  annual  tax  levy  during  these  same  years  by  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  has  been  as  follows :

From  this  table  it  will  be  observed  that  our  expenditures 
were  $36,412.71  larger  in  1898  Ihan  in  1888,  or  27  per  cent. 
Or,  in  other  words,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  7  per  cent,  in 
valuation,  and  27  per  cent,  in  expenditures. 

This  difference  is  largely  accounted  for  as  follows  :

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  discuss  the  policy  of  those  who 
have  gone  before  us,  nor  have  I  any  disposition  to  question 
the  wisdom  of  former  administrations.  But  under  present 
conditions  I  think  that  every  thoughtful  citizen  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  expenditures  of  this  city  should  be  limited  to  act- 
ual necessities. 

COUNTY   TAX. 

It  would  appear  that  the  city  is  paying  a  larger  sum  than  its 
fair  proportion  of  the  county  tax.  And  yet,  an  equitable  ad- 
justment is  fraught  with  perplexities. 

There  are  those  who  have  plausibly  submitted  a  solution  in 
a  reduction  of  our  valuation,  but  such  a  reduction  would  be  at 
once  followed,  on  the  present  basis  of  our  expenditures,  by  an 
increase  in  our  rate  of  taxation. 

That  our  county  tax  has  increased  approximately  $7,000.00 
in  ten  years,  is  a  matter  for  serious  consideration  by  every 
thoughtful  citizen. 

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  should  adjust  the. valuation 
of  the  towns  and  cities  of  this  county  so  as  to  make  our  por- 
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tion  equitable.  Placing  the  annual  tax  levy  at  $172,000,00, 
which  in  round  numbers  was  the  amount  for  1898,  this  increase 
of  S7,000.00  is  4  per  cent,  of  the  amount  raised, 

I  know  of  no  place  where  large  retrenchments  can  be  made, 
but  small  savings  should  not  be  disregarded. 

OUR  FINANCES  ;  HOW  SAFEGUARDED, 

Honesty  is  not  divisible :  a  man  is  honest,  or  he  is  not ; 
courage  is  not  divisible :  one  has  it,  or  he  lacks  it.  Rut  re- 
sponsibility is  divisible  :  one  can  assume  it,  or  relegate  it. 
Along  this  line  lies  one  of  the  larger  problems  of  municipal 
management.  And  this  applies  not  only  to  this  city  but  to 
many  another. 

Early  in  January  the  Joint  Standing  Committe  on  Finance 
meets  to  make  up  the  appropriations  for  the  year.  No  member 
of  the  committee  can,  under  our  system,  have  had  a  larger 
experience  in  municipal  finances  than  two  or  three  years,  and 
yet  $175,000.00  of  the  people's  money  are  at  its  disposal. 

After  the  appropriations  have  been  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  accepted  and  voted  by  the  Councils, 
there  is  no  provision  under  our  charter  which  makes  any  one 
man  responsible  for  any  fair,  equitable  or  honest  expenditure 
of  any  appropriation.     There  is  a  division  of  responsibility. 

There  is  not  a  banking  institution,  railroad  or  manufactur- 
ing corporation  on  earth,  which  would  place  so  few  restric- 
tions about  its  finances. 

Each  committee  or  the  officials  in  charge  of  any  department 
can  expend  the  appropriations  assigned  them  at  discretion, 
and  nowhere  is  there  a  check  upon  selfishness  or  extravagance. 

It  would  seem  that  a  larger  credit  would  accrue  to  a  sub- 
committee or  official  agent  in  attempting  to  spend  less  than 
the  sum  at  their  disposal,  rather  than  in  discovering  ways 
to  disburse  all.  Nor  does  it  follow  because  a  sub-committee 
is  urged  to  make  some  specific  expenditure,  that  the  request 
should  be  granted.  No  necessity  may  exist  at  all,  and  the 
outlay  ur^ed  may  represent  the  self-seeking  of  a  few  individu- 
als only,  and  in  no  way  represent  the  desires  of  the  masses. 
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A  weak  case  is  of  necessity  vigorously  championed  because  it 
is  weak. 

In  the  end  I  do  not  believe  a  public  official  suffers  at  the 
hands  of  any  community,  who  opposes  their  wishes  from  hon- 
est convictions.  Many  an  official  has  been  urged  into  posi- 
tions, has  been  influenced  and  has  acted  upon  such  influence, 
to  be  ridiculed  later,  and  discarded  as  a  weakling,  by  the  very 
people  by  whose  advice  he  was  persuaded.  No  man  yet  was 
ever  hurt  from  holding  an  official  position  who  subordinated 
his  own  interests  to  those  of  the  public.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
it  is  a  duty  of  every  true  American  to  serve  the  public  when 
he  is  called,  even  though  it  may  be  at  the  expense  of  some 
personal  discomfit. 

One  of  the  most  conspicuous  figures  today  in  American 
public  life,  is  the  intrepid,  masterful  leader  of  the  Rough 
Riders.  But  his  character  was  not  developed  at  Santiago. 
In  every  public  station  he  has  given  evidence  of  an  ideal.  It 
depends  much  upon  whether  one  builds  for  today  or  tomorrow. 
But  it  is  safe  to  remember  that  the  public  watches  carefully, 
weighs  surely,  and  holds  in  high  respect  every  public  servant 
of  courage  and  honesty,  and  forgives  in  the  end  none  who  are 
faithless  to  the  trust  in  them  reposed. 

SCHOOLS. 

"The  wonderful  I'evolution  which  has  marked  educational 
methods  during  recent  years  is  appreciated  by  few  persons 
outside  of  those  actively  engaged  in  teaching  the  young.  In- 
deed, the  revolution  is  so  fundamental  in  its  character,  that 
the  very  theory  of  the  true  function  of  education  has  under- 
gone a  radical  change.  The  old  methods,  in  which  hard  and 
fast  rules  were  laid  down,  and  the  child's  mind  was  treated 
much  as  an  empty  bottle  that  had  to  be  filled  with  certain  in- 
gredients, is  giving  place  to  a  system  whose  first  purpose  is 
the  development  of  a  well-rounded  character ;  an  education  in 
which  the  bearings  of  the  various  and  many-sided  facts  of  life 
and  their  relationship  to  the  individual,  assume  proper  pro- 
portion in  the  expanding  intellect  of  the  child. 
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The  New  Education  develops  rather  than  represses  original- 
ity ;  it  nourishes  the  mind  and  feeds  the  imagination ;  it  gives 
breadth  to  the  intellectual  vision,  and  calls  into  activity  what- 
ever is  best  in  the  youthful  mind,  and  by  so  doing  gives  to 
life  a  fullness,  richness  and  satisfaction  impossible  under  the 
old  irksome  and  prosaic  regime." 

The  public  schools  of  our  city  compare  favorably  with  any 
in  the  State.  They  are  in  line  with  the  New  Education. 
Their  high  standing  is  due  to  the  liberal  appropriations  which 
have  been  voted  by  these  Councils  in  the  past.  \\  hile  I  would 
urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  economy  along  all  lines  of 
public  expenditure,  and  would  avoid  extravagance  every- 
where, yet  the  youth  of  this  city,  for  their  good,  and  as  an 
aid  to  our  future  prosperity,  should  have  every  educational 
advantage  consistent  with  a  reasonable  expenditure. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

Unlike  most  of  the  departments  of  the  city  which  require 
the  whole  of  their  appropriation  for  the  running  expenses  of 
the  department,  the  Public  Library  each  year  adds  to  itself  a 
large  monetary  value.  Here  may  be  found  sets  of  books 
which  could  today  be  sold  for  more  than  the  city  paid  for 
them.  This  increase  in  value  is  due  to  the  fact  that  every 
year  new  libraries  come  into  existence,  and  in  order  to  proper- 
ly equip  themselves  scour  the  book  markets  for  material 
which  this  library  secured  years  ago  at  moderate  cost.  Be- 
sides its  money  value  the  library  has  a  literary  and  education- 
al value  which  cannot  be  measured,  but  which  has  ministered 
materially  to  the  culture  of  the  city.  For  the  best  use  of 
this  valuable  material,  increasing  facilities  are  necessary,  and 
true  economy  will  provide,  each  year,  for  the  needs  made  le- 
gitimate by  its  growth.  The  catalogue  has  far  outgrown  the 
limits  of  the  case  provided  for  it,  and  needs  new  and  larger 
accommodations. 

The  argument  for  continued  liberality  towards  this  institu- 
tion is   found  in  the  great  number  who  use  it,  and  the  excel- 
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lence  of  its   work,  which  is  a  constant  elevating  force   in  our 
community. 

FIRE,    POLICE    AND    WATER    DEPARTMENTS. 

To  discuss  at  length  either  of  these  departments,  would  be 
but  a  repetition  of  the  words  of  last  year.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  thej'  are  in  charge  of  men  of  intelligence,  all  thoroughly 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  their  work,  with  the  welfare  of  the 
city  at  heart,  and  whom  the  people  can  safely  trust. 

STREETS. 

Last  year  I  had  the  honor  to  suggest  to  the  councils  a  plan 
which  it  seemed  to  me,  would  result  in  better  roads  and  at  less 
expense  than  under  the  present  system. 

While  no  steps  along  this  line  have  been  taken,  yet  I  am 
convinced  that  sooner  or  later  this  is  a  subject  which  will  en- 
gross the  attention  of  our  people.  I  do  not  believe  the  time 
will  ever  come  when  more  or  less  patching  of  our  streets  will 
not  be  required,  but  under  some  different  system  there  would 
certainly  be  a  more  economical  expenditure  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated for  highway  purposes. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  competent  authority  that  the  money 
raised  by  taxation  for  road  building  and  maintenance,  is  so 
wastefully  expended  as  to  be  almost  completely  thrown  away. 
And  the  same  authority  asserts  that  in  some  neighborhoods 
there  is  as  much  as  fifty  per  cent,  of  benefit  done  to  the  roads 
with  the  money  expended  upon  them. 

The  road  commissioner  of  New  Jersey  puts  this  practical 
lesson  iu  mathematics  before  the  farmers.  "It  costs  nine 
and  one-half  cents  a  bushel,"  he  says,  "to  ship  wheat  from 
Chicago  to  New  York,  a  distance  of  900  miles.  It  costs  three 
cents  a  bushel  to  haul  wheat  on  a  level  road  a  distance  of  five 
miles,  and  on  a  sandy  road  it  would  cost  at  least  nine  cents 
per  mile  to  haul  it.  The  saving  on  a  bushel  of  wheat  with 
good  roads  for  a  distance  of  five  miles  would  be  about  equiva- 
lent to  that  of  375  miles  of  railroad  transportation.  Thus 
every  mile  of  good  road  places  the  producer  seventy-five  miles 
by  rail  nearer  to  the  markets. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  hauling  700,000,000  tons 
of  farm  products  to  market  is  S2.00  per  ton,  or  just  about 
Si, 400, 000, 000.  It  is  also  estimated  that  about  60  per  cent, 
of  this  last  amount,  or  $840,000,000,  would  be  saved  each 
year  if  farmers  were  able  to  do  this  hauling  over  good  roads. 
These  statements  show  the  importance  of  good  roads.  The 
real  cost  of  transportation  that  burdens  our  agricultural  class- 
es," he  says,  "is  the  part  of  it  between  the  farm  and  the  town 
or  railway  station  rather  than  between  the  railway  station  and 
the  market.  The  loss  due  to  bad  roads  is  one  of  the  greatest 
wastes  of  energy  connected  with  farming  as  it  is  carried  on  in 
this  country." 

I  have  not  urged  anywhere  a  greater  expenditure  of  money 
than  has  been  appropriated  from  year  to  year  for  our  streets. 
But  there  is  a  better  way  to  expend  it. 

Place  your  Superintendent  of  Streets  under  such  control 
that  he  will  not,  for  one-half  of  every  year,  at  least,  be  in 
fear  of  his  tenure  of  office ;  and  there  are  those  who  believe 
that  this  condition  has  been  true  for  a  generation. 

Self-interest  is  implanted  in  every  man's  breast  for  his  own 
protection  and  that  of  his  family,  but  when  this  quality  is 
made  applicable  to  the  management  of  streets  and  highways, 
the  community,  as  a  whole,  suffers.  There  are  streets  in  this 
city  which  have  not  had  an  introduction  to  a  pick  and  shovel 
for  years,  for  the  reason  that  the  residents  thereon  do  not  suf- 
ficiently and  persistently  press  their  claims.  I  am  not  at- 
tacking any  individual,  but  1  do  believe  if  we  had  a  commis- 
sion amenable  to  these  Councils,  the  Superintendent  to  be 
elected  by,  and  responsible  to  said  commission,  many  of  the 
temptations  which  now  surround  such  an  official  would  be  re- 
moved, the  money  better  expended,  and  the  city  correspond- 
ingly benefitted. 

SEWERS. 

A  physician  must  advocate  extensions  and  adequate  sewer 
construction.  And  yet  it  seems  to  me  that  here,  even,  the 
body  politic  should  be  considered  rather  than  the  individual. 
To  extend  a  sewer  thousands  ot  feet,  paid  for  by  general  tax- 
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ation,  to  accommodate  a  few,  upon  whicli  the  financial  return 
can  be  but  meagre,  is  a  gross  injustice  to  the  many. 

Legislation  should  he  for  the  benefit  of  many,  rather  than 
the  advantage  of  a  few. 

In  the  past,  petitions  numerously  signed,  have  been  pre- 
sented to  these  Councils  for  extensions  of  sewers,  and  later 
some  of  the  petitioners  have  declined  to  enter  the  same  except 
upon  compulsion. 

A  man's  signature  ought  to  stand  for  something.  It  is  my 
belief  that  some  provision  should  be  made  so  that  in  the  fu- 
ture all  such  signatures  should  be  considered  as  a  contract 
with  the  city  in  case  the  sewer  petitioned  for  is  constructed. 

SUPPLIES. 

We  would  submit  for  your  consideration  the  query,  whether 
the  ordinances  can  not  be  amended  so  that  the  supplies  now 
used  by  the  city,  be  purchased  in  bulk  rather  than  at  retail. 

There  is  not  a  railroad  or  manufacturing  corporation  in  ex- 
istence, that  could  pay  a  dividend  on  its  capital  stock  that 
paid  retail  prices  for  its  supplies.  It  does  not  follow  because 
a  tax-payer  of  this  city  has  something  to  sell,  that  he  should 
profit  at  the  expense  of  the  tax-payer  who  has  nothing  to 
sell. 

A  municipal  corporation,  like  a  railroad  corporation,  should 
buy  where  it  can  buy  the  cheapest,  and  in  such  quantities  as 
will  lessen  the  cost. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  create  a  new  office,  but  the  duties  of 
a  purchasing  agent  could  be  added  to  the  duties  of  some  exist- 
ing oflScer,  upon  whom  requisitions  should  be  made  for  sup- 
plies when  needed. 

If  I  am  correctly  informed  the  cities  of  Nashua  and  Roches- 
ter purchase  supplies  as  indicated  above,  with  satisfactory  re- 
sults. 

This  plan  would  remove  any  temptation,  on  the  part  of  any 
oflScial  to  sell  to  the  city  any  product  or  supplies  of  any  na- 
ture of  his  own,  at  a  higher  price  than  they  could  be  pur- 
chased of  competing  parties.     Every  transaction  with  the  city 
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of  Dover  should  be  so  open  and  above  suspicion  that  no  ad- 
ministration could  by  any  possibility  be  unfavorably  criti- 
cised. 

When  one  considers  the  many  ways  in  which  there  is  a  lack 
of  business  methods  in  the  management  of  American  munici- 
palities, it  seems  like  an  irridisceiit  dream  to  talk  of  the  mu- 
nicipal ownership  of  electric  plants  or  electric  railroads. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  men  do  collectively,  what 
they  would  not  dream  of  doing  individually. 

GRAPE    CROSSINGS. 

At  the  intersection  of  Fourth  street  and  the  Northern  Di- 
vision of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  and  at  the  junction 
of  Fourth  street  and  Central  avenue,  are  two  grade  crossings 
which  in  my  opinion,  are  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Neither  of  these  crossings  is  protected  by  a  flagman  or  by 
gates.  Fourth  street  is  a  much-frequented  thoroughfare,  not 
only  by  our  own  people  but  also  by  those  from  the  adjacent 
towns  for  which  Dover  is  a  centre.  That  no  accident  has  oc- 
curred at  either  of  these  crossings  in  the  past,  affords  no  argu- 
ment that  at  any  time  one  may  not  in  the  future. 

For  the  safety  of  the  people  I  believe  that  all  crossings  at 
grade  of  railroads  within  the  confines  of  a  city  should  be  abol- 
ished.    Of  course  here  this  is  impracticable. 

Massachusetts  has  appropriated  more  than  $5,000,000.00 
for  this  purpose. 

While  the  danger  cannot  be  entirely  overcome,  it  can  at 
least  be  reduced  to  its  minimum  at  these  two  points  by  a  flag- 
man in  one  case  and  gates  at  the  other. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  and  the  city  have  interests 
in  common,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  matter  worthy 
the  joint  consideration  of  the  officials  of  both  the  railroad  and 
the  city. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  is  a  manifest  interest  in  this 
matter  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  officials. 

TRUST    FUNDS. 

Section  5,  Chapter  40  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
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New  Hampshire,  provides  that  towns  may  hold  in  trust  gifts, 
legacies  and  devises  made  to  them  for  the  establishment, 
maintenance  and  care  of  cemeteries  and  burial  lots.  And 
Section  8,  Chapter  51,  farther  provides  that  cemetery  corpora- 
tions and  trustees  of  town  cemeteries  or  other  officers  having 
lawful  charge  of  the  same,  may  take  and  hold  funds  in  trust, 
to  apply  the  income  thereof  to  the  improvement,  w^atering  or 
embellishment  of  the  cemetery  or  embellishment  of  any  lot 
or  its  appurtenances. 

There  are  few  sadder  sights  to  me  than  a  neglected  grave. 
It  gives  evidence  of  selfishness,  improvidence,  forgetfulness 
or  complete  extinguishment  of  every  living  tie. 

That  our  people  are  awakening  to  the  importance  of  this 
subject,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  is  now  invested 
$12,261.25  for  the  maintenance  and  perpetual  care  of  lots  in 
Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  $1,932.00  of  which  was  received  last 
year. 

This  money  is  now  invested.  While  the  investment  at  this 
time  is  secure,  yet  it  is  among  the  possibilities  that  in  the  fu- 
ture it  may  not  prove  so.  Having  accepted  such  bequests  the 
city  is  legally  responsible  for  any  loss  which  by  any  possibili- 
ty might  occur.  I  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  expedi- 
ency of  securing  an  opinion  from  the  highest  legal  authority 
whether  such  funds  can  be  loaned  to  the  city. 

.  There  is  no  opportunity  to  doubt  that  with  each  succeeding 
year  this  amount  will  be  largely  increased,  the  last  evidence 
any  one  can  ever  give  of  interest  in  and  love  for  those  whose 
lives,  ambitions  and  affections,  are  history. 

I  anticipate  that,  also,  sooner  or  later,  some  one'  whom  for- 
tune has  bountifully  remembered,  will  donate  to  the  city  a 
mortuary  chapel  in  memory  of  the  dead  and  for  the  comfort 
and  convenience  of  the  living. 

IN    GENERAL. 

By  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  state,  in  case  an 
indigent  family  is  quarantined  by  the  city  authorities  by  reason 
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of  contagious  disease,  such  family  becomes  a  burden  upon  the 
city  for  necessary  support  and  medicine.  In  previous  years 
this  expense  was  met  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  accounts  of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  1898, 
were  increased  to  a  considerable  extent  by  reason  of  this  de- 
cision. 

The  Spanish  war  has  also  entailed  an  added  expense  in  this 
department  of  $397.09,  for  the  support  of  the  dependent  rela- 
tives of  the  local  volunteers. 

We  would  suggest  that  inasmuch  as  these  recruits  came 
mainly  from  the  cities,  that  conference  be  had  with  the  officials 
of  other  cities,  to  see  if  they  cannot  be  reimbursed  by  legis- 
lative act  from  the  state,  for  any  expense  which  has  already 
been,  or  may  be,  incurred  on  this  account ;  thus  distributing 
the  burden  equitably  upon  all  the  tax-payers  of  the  state, 
rather  than  upon  a  few  communities. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  ask  you  to  co-operate  with  me 
in  whatever  way  may  appear  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
city.  The  responsibility  for  a  successful  and  economical  ad- 
ministration is  not  less  yours  than  mine. 

It  is  as  much  the  duty  of  the  citizen  to  hold  office  as  to  cast 
his  ballot,  and  only  when  self-interest  becomes  paramount  to 
the  public  good  does  public  service  become  dishonorable  and 
give  those  who  are  fatigued  with  free  institutions  and  with 
their  advantages  an  opportunity  to  scoff  at  those  who  hold 
public  stations. 

In  the  words  of  another,  "a  clean  and  decent  government 
is  sure  in  the  end  to  benefit  our  citizens  in  the  material  circum- 
stances of  their  lives,  but  that  the  citizen  should  be  appealed 
to  primarily  on  the  ground  that  it  is  his  plain  duty,  if  he 
wishes  to  deserve  the  name  of  freeman,  to  do  his  full  share  in 
the  hard  and  difficult  work  of  self-government."

OF  THE 

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

By  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congi'ess  entitled  "  An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  temporarily  increasing  the  Military  Establishment  of 
the  United  States  in  time  of  War,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  April  22,  1898,  President  William  McKinley  is- 
sued a  proclamation  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  calling 
for  125,000  volunteers  to  serve  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  a  period  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

The  Third  Regiment,  New  Hampshire  National  Guard, 
augmented  by  the  Strafford  Guards  of  Dover  and  the  Sheri- 
dan Guards  of  Manchester,  also  the  military  organizations  from 
Keene  and  Nashua  was  finally  selected  to  fill  New  Hampshire's 
quota,  under  the  military  designation  of  the  "First  Regiment 
New  Hampshire  Volunteers."  The  several  companies  com- 
prising the  regiment  were  as  follows  :

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Councils  holden  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  May  5,  a  joint  special  committee  consisting  of 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  President  of  the  Common  Council  E. 
C.  McKone,  Aldermen  Charles  E.  Webster  and  James 
McGlone,  and  Councilmen  Charles  E.  Small  and  John  Sulli- 
van, was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Councils 
whenever  circumstances  warranted  such  action,  "what  meas- 
ui-es  the  city  should  adopt  to  care  for  the  families  and  de- 
pendents of  those  who  may  enlist  from  the  city  of  Dover  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States." 

The  committee  organized  May  24,  with  Hon.  C.  A.  Fair- 
banks as  chairman  and  Fred  E.  Quimby  as  clerk.  After  an 
exhaustive  consideration  of  the  subject,  a  report  was  submit- 
ted to  the  City  Councils  on  Thursday  evening,  June  2,  from 
which  we  make  the  following  extract:  "Instances  of  desti- 
tution among  dependent  relatives  of  local  volunteers  are  al- 
ready an  evident  reality,  and  while  sentiments  of  patriotism 
would  suggest  a  liberal  policy  in  the  treatment  of  these  and 
kindred  cases,  we  find  no  warrant  in  the  Statutes  authorizing 
or  sanctioning  such  a  procedure.  In  the  treatment  of  all 
such  cases  we  must  be  governed  by  the  general  laws.  Yet 
your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  same  consideration 
accorded  by  law  to  dependent  soldiers  of  the  late  war  and 
their,  families  be  applied,  in  so  far  as  the  law  will  permit,  in 
the    disbursement  of  aid  under  existing  circumstances.     We 
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further  recommend  that  the  Councils  appoint  a  joint  standing 
committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  le- 
gally appointed  officers  of  these  Councils  in  the  consideration 
and  treatment  of  all  claims  for  aid  occasioned  by  the  volun- 
teer service  of  any  qualified  resident  of  Dover  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States ;  that  said  committee  maintain  a 
full,  accurate  and  distinct  record  of  their  transactions  and  a 
particular  account  of  all  disbursements  made  on  the  part  of 
the  city  to  the  dependents  of  local  volunteers.  We  suggest 
this  method,  not  only  in  the  interest  of  those  loyal  citizens 
who  so  promptly  responded  to  our  country's  call  to  arms,  but 
that  no  inconsiderate  attention  to  details  may  jeopardize  our 
rights  in  the  final  equalization  and  adjustment  of  a  burden 
which,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  must  eventually  be 
provided  for  by  legislative  action." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  formally  accepted,  the  rec- 
ommendations adopted,  and  the  same  committee  continued  in 
service. 

Every  case  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee  has 
been  promptly  and  carefully  investigated,  and  every  possible 
assistance  has  been  cheerfully  rendered,  where  the  claim  came 
within  the  legal  limitations  governing  the  action  of  your 
agents.  Approved  claims  have  been  paid  amounting  to 
$397.09. 

MOVEMENTS    OF    THE    STRAFFORD    GUARDS. 

The  Strafford  Guards  assembled  at  their  armory  in  the  City 
building  on  Saturday  morning.  May  7,  under  marching  orders, 
preparatory  to  leaving  for  the  State  Camp  Ground  at  Concord. 
Escort  to  the  railroad  station  was  furnished  by  Charles  W. 
Sawyer  Post,  No.  17,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  Maj. 
A.  J.  H.Buzzell  Camp,  Sons  of  Veterans;  Sawyer  Rifles,  Co. 
D,  First  Regiment  New  Hampshire  National  Guard;  Hon. 
Charles  A.  Fairbanks,  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Dover ;  members 
of  the  city  government,  and  city  oflScials,  music  for  the  occa- 
sion being  furnished  by  the  Dover  Cornet  Band.  The  line 
was  brought   to  a  halt  in   front  of  the  Citj  building,  where 
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farewell  addresses  were  made  by  His  Honor,  Mayor  Fair- 
banks and  Rev.  George  E.  Hall,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  First 
Regiment,  New  Hampshire  National  Guard.  The  exercises 
closed  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hall. 

The  company  was  formally  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  on  the  12th  day  of  May,  and  on  the  17th  the 
regiment  left  Concord  for  Camp  Thomas,  Chickamauga  Park, 
Georgia.  The  regiment  remained  in  camp  at  Chickamauga 
Park  until  Friday,  August  26,  when  it  moved  to  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  reaching  that  place  on  the  following  day.  On 
Monday,  Sept.  5,  the  regiment  broke  camp  at  Lexington,  and 
embarked  for  Concord,  reaching  the  State  Capital  early  Thurs- 
day evening,  September  8. 

After  a  few  days  bivouac  at  the  State  Camp  Ground  the 
members  of  Co.  F.  were  furloughed  for  thirty  days,  and 
reached  Dover  shortly  after  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 13.  The  "welcome  home,"  although  impromptu  in  char- 
acter, was  a  most  joyous  demonstration.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  furlough  the  members  of  Co.  F  again  reported  for  duty  at 
the  State  Camp  Ground,  where  they  were  formally  mustered 
out  of  the  service  of  the  United  States  on  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember, 1898.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

To  discuss  in  detail  the  various  problems  embraced  under 
the  caption  of  "Municipal  Management  of  Highways,"  would 
involve  a  broader  range  of  thought  than  is  either  contemplated 
or  desired  in  a  report  of  this  kind,  hence  no  attempt  has  been 
made  to  pass  beyond  the  limits   suggested  by  local  conditions. 

The  management  of  any  great  public  enterprise  is  fraught 
with  difficulties,  and  the  meed  of  criticism  as  to  the  methods 
pursued  in  the  development  of  a  particular  theory  or  policy,  is 
too  often  stultified  by  an  inadequate  and  insufficient  knowledge 
or  understanding  of  the  attendant  circumstances. 

That  our  present  system  of  highway  management  may  be 
faulty,  is  clearly  within  the  range  of  possibility ;  that  a  change 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  more  stable  policy  would 
prove  advantageous,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt;  but  that 
under  existing  conditions  better  results  could  have  been  ob- 
tained than  have  rewarded  the  efforts  of  your  committee  dur- 
ing the  year  just  closed,  we  seriously  question.  What  is  past, 
however,  is  a  matter  of  history ;  it  remains  for  us  to  profit  by 
the  experiences  which  have  come  to  us  in  generous  legacy. 

legislation. 

During  the  past  year  two  very  important  ordinances  were 
adopted  affecting  the  policy  of  this  department.  On  the 
thirtieth  day  of  January,  1896,  that  part  of  the  highway  ordi- 
nance providing  for  the  appointment  of  assistant  surveyors 
of  highway,  was  formally  repealed.  This  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Councils  placed  the  entire  management  of  all  the  high- 
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ways  within  the  limits  of  the  city  under  the  immediate  per- 
sonal charge  and  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
Without  attempting  to  discuss  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the 
question,  it  appears  that  the  opponents  of  the  change  gradual- 
ly gained  new  converts  until,  in  response  to  a  well  developed 
expression  of  public  sentiment,  the  City  Councils,  on  the  fifth 
day  of  May,  adopted  a  new  ordinance,  incorporating  therein 
many  of  the  features  of  the  former  law.  While  the  new  meas- 
ure provided  for  the  appointment  of  assistant  surveyors  of 
highways,  it  also  defined  their  duties  and  prescribed  their  limi- 
tations, thus  enabling  the  Superintendent  [of  Streets  to  exer- 
cise a  quasi  control  of  the  material  as  well  as  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  department.  The  second  ordinance  referred  to  as 
affecting  the  policy  of  street  ma,nagement,  was  that  which  pro- 
vided a  means  whereby  property  owners  might  secure  the  set- 
ting of  edgestones  around  their  premises.  Petitions  for  edge- 
stones  are  granted  conditionally,  the  abutter  being  required  to 
furnish  the  material  and  lay  an  acceptable  sidewalk  within 
ninety  days  after  the  work  of  setting  the  edgestone  is  com- 
pleted. 

CROSSINGS    AND    SIDEWALKS. 

Petitions  for  new  sidewalks  and  crossings  have  been  quite 
frequent,  and  so  far  as  the  possibilities  of  the  department  per- 
mitted we  have  granted  the  relief  prayed  for.  The  paving  of 
gutters  has  also  been  continued  throughout  the  3'ear.  One  of 
the  greatest  protections  to  cinder  sidewalks  lies  in  the  proper 
construction  of  contiguous  gutters ;  by  this  means  not  only 
can  the  surface  water  be  properly  and  quickly  drained  from 
the  traveled  walk,  but  the  possibility  of  washout  is  reduced  to 
a  minimum.  Not  only  as  a  convenience  to  public  travel,  but 
in  ;  the  interest  of  economy,  your  committee  favors  the  con- 
struction of  permanent  sidewalks  of  brick,  concrete  or  other 
durable  material. 

SEWERS. 

The  work  accomplished  in  this  branch  of  the  service  during 
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the  past  season,  has  been  of  a  very  satisfactory  character,  an 
unusual  number  of  extensions  and  improvements  having  been 
projected.  Very  gratifying  success  has  rewarded  the  efforts 
of  your  committee  in  the  work  of  collecting  sewer  entrance 
fees ;  the  total  amount  received  from  this  source  diiring  the 
year  aggregating  $975.00.  The  work  of  relaying  that  part  of 
the  Broadway  brook  sewer,  so  called,  from  Cocheco  street  to 
its  outlet  in  the  river,  an  undertaking  tacitly  agreed  upon 
early  in  the  year,  has  been  unavoidably  delayed.  We  sug- 
gest that  this  matter  be  given  early  consideration  by  the 
Councils  of  1899. 

IN    GENERAL. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  making  a  brief  allusion  to  the  mani- 
fest need  of  additional  road-making  machinery.  With  one  of 
the  finest  ledges  in  New  England,  an  improved  steam  drill,  and 
an  effective  and  well-equipped  stone  crushing  plant,  the  streets 
of  Dover  ought  to  be  the  pride  of  her  citizens.  Yet  the  es- 
sential element  in  road  construction  is  missing.  With  all  her 
equipment,  Dover  stands  today,  on  this  great  question,  sub- 
stantially where  she  stood  fifty  years  ago.  The  experience  of 
your  committee,  corroborated  by  ample  testimony  from  all 
over  this  broad  land,  has  demonstrated  the  futility  of  attempt- 
ing to  properly  solidify  a  mass  of  crushed  stone  with  an  iron 
maul  or  an  ordinary  stone  roller.  To  secure  the  best  results 
in  mechanics,  good  judgment  must  be  fortified  with  good  tools. 
Let  us  have  a  steam  road  roller. 


The  unusually  heavy  snow  storms  in  the  early  part  of  Feb- 
ruary and  the  latter  part  of  November  entailed  a  severe  bur- 
den upon  the  department,  not  only  placing  a  heavy  tax  upon 
its  material  resources,  but  necessitating  an  extraordinary  ex- 
penditure of  public  money.  Nearly  $3,000,00  was  required  to 
meet  the  demands  incident  to  these  storms.  While  the  ex- 
penditure of  this  large  sum  was  imperative  in  order  to  put  the 
streets  in  suitable  condition  for  public  travel,  we  have  little  be- 
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yond  lengthy  pay  rolls  and  a  consciousness  of  an   honest  en- 
deavor to  serve  the  public  as  an  evidence  of  the  outlay. 

A  summary  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  various  sub- 
divisions under  the  immediate  charge  of  your  committee,  as 
well  as  a  detailed  account  of  work  performed  during  the  year  in 
each  of  these  divisions,  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  hereto  attached.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Councils  of  the 

City  of  Dover  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  demands  made  upon  the  time  and  atten- 
tion of  the  executive  officer  of  the  Highway  department  are  so 
numerous,  and  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  are  of  such  a 
varied  character,  that  any  attempt  to  record  the  details  of 
daily  events  would  not  only  prove  irksome  to  you,  but  might 
have  a  tendency  to  obscure,  in  their  recital,  the  more  vital 
features  of  the  year's  work.  It  should  be  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  every  demand,  however  insignificant  it  may  appear, 
requires  not  only  a  certain  amount  of  care  and  consideration, 
but  entails  a  proportionate  demand  upon  the  public  fund. 

Preliminary  to  a  general  summary  of  the  year's  work,  per- 
mit me  to  present  a  financial  statement  of  the  several  branches 
of  public  service  included  in  the  Highway  department :

The  unusually  heavy  fall  of  snow  in  the  early  part  of  Feb- 
ruary and  also  in  the  latter  part  of  November,  made  sad  in- 
roads upon  the  finances  of  the  department,  involving  an  ex- 
penditure of  nearly  eighteen  per  cent,  of  the  entire  Highway 
appropriation.  While  these  storms  necessitated  the  employ- 
ment of  a  large  number  of  men,  no  permanent  results  remain 
as  an  evidence  of  the  outlay. 

The  highway  ordinance  was  changed  during  the  year,  the 
principal  feature  of  the  change  being  a  return  to  the  former 
custom  of  appointing  assistant  surveyors.  The  bounds  of  the 
several  highway  districts,  as  previously  established,  were  re- 
arranged, the  number  of  districts  reduced  from  twenty-three 
to  nineteen,  and  a  larger  area  incorporated  within  the  limits  of 
District  No.  1. 

Sanding  sidewalks,  while  absolutely  necessary  to  the  con- 
venience and  safety  of  the  traveling  public,  involves  an  ex- 
penditure from  which  no  benefits  obtain  other  than  those  above 
mentioned.  On  fifty-one  separate  and  distinct  occasions 
were  we  compelled  to  sand  the  sidewalks  during  the  year. 

The  ordinary  resident  has  no  idea  of  the  number  of  miles 
of  sidewalks  that  have  to  be  maintained  in  suitable  condition 
for  public  travel.  Not  only  is  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  mini- 
mize the  dangers  of  an  icy  sidewalk,  but  it  is  equally  as  im- 
portant that  the  traveled  walk  be  kept  passable,  no  matter  how 
frequent  the  storms  or  how  heavy  the  fall  of  snow.  During 
the  past  year  the  sidewalks  have  been  broken  out  thirty-two 
times. 
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Nearly  3,000  loads  of  cinders  were  used  in  the  construc- 
tion and  repair  of  sidewalks  during  the  year,  the  larger  part 
of  this  material  being  furnished  gratuitously  by  the  Cocheco 
Manufacturing  Company. 

On  the  8th  of  April  work  was  begun  on  Florence  street,  a 
short  piece  of  highway  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in 
1897.  More  than  300  loads  of  clay  had  to  be  moved  from 
the  westerly  end  of  this  new  thoroughfare  to  the  easterly  end, 
in  order  to  bring  the  street  to  grade.  It  also  required  near- 
ly one  hundred  loads  of  gravel  to  properly  finish  the  road- 
bed, the  material  being  hauled  from  the  gravel  pit  at  Home's 
hill. 

The  work  of  opening  gutters  was  commenced  March  5,  and 
continued  until  the  first  of  April. 

During  the  year  175  loads  of  gravel  were  put  on  Mt.  Ver- 
non street,  237  on  Chestnut  street,  78  on  Union  street,  300 
on  Stark  avenue,  85  on  Grove  street,  75  on  Rutland  street, 
25  on  Fourth  street,  25  on  Central  avenue  northerly  fromi  the 
Wentworth  Home  for  the  Aged,  and  110  on  the  Knox  Marsh 
road. 

The  entire  working  force  of  the  department  was  engaged 
for  five  days  in  repairs  on  the  Tolend  road,  and  in  fact  all 
sections  of  the  city  where  repairs  were  needed  have  received 
attention  as  promptly  as  circumstances  would  permit. 

The  ledge  on  the  Back  River  road  has  been  reduced  and  a 
suitable  gutter  made  to  take  the  surface  water  from  the  high- 
way, thus  preventing  the  frequent  washouts  which  have  caused 
so  much  damage  at  this  point  in  the  past. 

The  road  machine  has  been  advantageously  used  during  the 
year  on  the  Dover  Point,  Back  River,  Upper  Neck,  Knox 
Marsh,  Bellamy  and  Tolend  roads,  also  on  Court,  Watson, 
Rutland,  Hough  and  Payne  streets,  and  on  Stark  avenue. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  ledge  on  the  3d  day  of  April,  and 
maintained  with  more  or  less  vigor,  until  the  3d  of  December, 
when  operations  were  suspended  on  account  of  the  snow. 

The  crusher  was  started  April  23,  and  with  the  exception  of 
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a  brief  shut-down  for  repairs,  continued  in  active  operation 
until  December  3,  2,955  loads  of  stone  having  been  crushed. 

Hough  street  has  been  macadamized  and  materially  im- 
proved, and  important  work  performed  on  Broadway,  School, 
Richmond,  Court,  Locust  and  Payne  streets,  also  on  Central 
avenue.  Nearly  every  street  in  the  city  has  been  repaired 
with  crushed  stone.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of  crushed 
stone  used  on  the  streets,  one  hundred  and  fifty  loads  were 
sold  to  the  Union  Electric  Railway  Company,  and  twelve  loads 
to  private  parties,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  for  and  the  mon- 
ey deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  annual  fall  cleaning  of  the  gutters  was  not  neglected. 
This  work  alone  cost  about  $450.00. 

More  than  a  score  of  large  trees  have  been  cut  down  during 
the  year.  This  work  involves  quite  an  expense,  yet  it  seems 
to  be  one  of  the  demands  that  must  be  recognized. 

DRIVEWAYS. 

Plank  driveways  have  been  put  in  as  follows  :  Three  on 
West  Concord  street,  two  on  Washington  street,  four  on  Cen- 
tral avenue,  two  on  Sixth  street,  and  one  each  on  Court, 
Hough,  Maple,  Prospect,  Lexington,  Fourth,  Oak,  Nelson 
and  Mt.  Vernon  streets,  one  on  Broadway  and  one  on  the  Bel- 
lamy road,  making  a  total  of  twenty-two. 

CROSSINGS. 

Four  new  crossings  have  been  laid  during  the  year  and  four- 
teen old  crossings  repaired.  The  new  crossings  were  located 
on  Broadway,  Hill  street,  Silver  street  and  Central  avenue.

Not  only  have  the  crusher,  engine  and  boiler  been  thorough- 
ly overhauled  and  put  in  excellent  condition  during  the  year, 
but  a  new  cart  and  pair  of  double  harnesses  have  been  pur- 
•chased,  the  old  carts  and  harnesses  thoroughly  repaired,  and  a 
new  traverse  hay  fork  and  fixtures  been  added  to  the  equip- 
ment at  the  city  stable.  We  might  also  add  that  an  ex- 
change of  horses  has  been  effected,  with  most  gratifying  re- 
sults. Although  these  matters  are  but  incidental  in  character, 
they  nevertheless  call  for  a  certain  expenditure  of  money,  and 
correspondingly  decrease  the  available  funds  for  specific  work 
on  the  streets. 

In  closing  permit  me  to  state  that  if  individual  demands 
bave  not  in  all  cases  received  immediate  attention,  it  has  not 
been  because  the  inclination  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
was  in  any  manner  adverse  to  the  projects  or  requirements  of 
the  claimant,  but  that  antecedent  interests  claimed  attention, 
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or  because  the  development  of  the  work  in  hand  would  permit 
of  no  delay. 

For  the  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration  at  all  times 
shown  me  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the 
City  Councils,  permit  me  to  express  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : 

Custom  requires  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  performed  by 
the  various  committees  of  the  City  Councils,  and  in  accordance 
with  that  custom  your  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lands  and 
Buildings  submits  the  following  report. 

The  property  embraced  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  de- 
partment represents  a  vested  capital  of  nearly  one-quarter  of 
a  million  of  dollars,  and  from  the  very  nature  of  things  this 
property  is  subjected  to  conditions  of  service  much  more  severe 
than  would  pertain  were  the  buildings  and  their  appurtenances 
devoted  to  private  use.  Not  only  is  this  condition  true  so  far 
as  the  municipal  building  is  concerned,  but  it  applies  with 
«qual  force  in  regard  to  the  various  fire  stations.  We  believe 
it  to  be  a  conservative  estimate  when  we  assert  that  probably 
more  than  150,000  people  visit  the  city  building,  either  on 
business  or  pleasure,  during  the  year. 

Yet  with  an  appropriation  of  $2,000.00, — a  sum  but  a  tri- 
fle over  three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  amount  pro- 
tected,— we  are  not  only  required  to  maintain  the  buildings  in 
good  order,  protect  them  so  far  as  possible  from  the  ravages 
of  the  elements,  renew  worn  out  and  defective  parts,  repair 
furniture  and  fixtures,  but  to  meet  the  requirements  of  con- 
stantly changing  conditions. 

The  City  Opera  Commission  exercises  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  your  committee  in  certain  parts  of  the  city  building, 
and  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  dividing  line  of  accountability 
is  but  an  imaginary  one,  perplexities  often  arise  that  might  be 
avoided  by  the  establishment  of  definite  limits  of  responsibil- 
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ity.  The  burden  of  proof,  in  all  questions  in  controversy, 
naturally  devolves  upon  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Lands  and  Buildings,  consequently  the  ultimatum  is  generally 
adverse  to  their  interests. 

Even  with  the  most  pains-taking  care  steam  and  water  pipes 
develop  defects,  electrical  appliances  cease  to  perform  their 
legitimate  work,  boilers  and  connections  cry  out  for  repairs, 
walls  and  ceilings  become  defaced,  the  protecting  virtue  of 
paint  fades  away,  and  hundreds  of  minor  incidents  come  to 
light  which  demand  not  only  care  and  attention,  but  entail  a 
greater  or  less  expenditure  of  public  money. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  enumerate  the  thousand  and  one  de- 
tails that  enter  into  the  year'^s  work.  Suffice  it  to  state  that 
not  only  have  the  ordinary  demands  of  the  department  been 
carefully  and  economically  attended  to,  but  the  scenery  at  the 
opera  house  has  been  entirely  repaired  and  retouched,  a  new 
steam  trap  has  been  placed  in  the  boiler  room,  (thus  ensuring 
a  greater  economy  in  the  use  of  fuel),  and  the  several  fire 
stations    have  been  thoroughly  repainted,  both  inside  and  out. 

Work  on  the  fire  stations  has  been  long  deferred,  and  al- 
though the  money  expended  upon  them  during  the  past  year 
entailed  a  curtailment  in  other  directions,  we  feel  that  the  end 
attained  was  well  worth  the  sacrifice.

Your  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Lights  have  but  little 
occasion  to  occupy  your  time  with  a  statement  of  conditions 
in  the  department  under  their  supervision,  as  all  essential 
facts  pertaining  thereto  are  matters  of  general  information. 

The  lighting  service  is  rendered  under  a  contract  with  the 
United  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  there  has  been  nothing 
of  consequence  for  your  committee  to  do  during  the  year 
other  than  to  see  that  the  city's  interests  were  protected  by  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  fulfilment  of  the  contract  provisions. 
In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  inopportune  to  state  that  the 
lighting  company  has  not  only  manifested  a  willingness,  but  a 
gratifying  anxiety,  to  make  good  the  defects  in  its  service 
during  the  summer,  by  burning  its  lights  all  night  whenever 
conditions  seemed  to  render  such  service  desirable. 

No  extensions  of,  or  alterations  in,  the  street  circuit  have 
been  made  during  the  year.

Gextlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

The  title,  "City  Park,"  is  suggestive  of  shady 'avenues, 
gravelled  walks,  rustic  bowers  and  pleasing  landscape  effects, 
— a  perspective  at  once  artistic  and  alluring, — a  retreat  where 
the  manifold  beauties  of  nature  are  grouped  and  trained  by 
skillful  hands.  That  the  above  title,  in  its  application  to  the 
city's  possessions  on  Garrison  hill  is  somewhat  of  a  misnomer, 
must  be  apparent  to  those  who  are  at  all  familiar  with  the 
facts.  With  the  burning  of  the  observatory  in  1897  the  prin- 
cipal attraction  at  the  park  was  destroyed,  and  under  existing 
circumstances  there  remains  but  little  for  the  committee  in 
charge  to  do  other  than  to  keep  the  fences  in  repair,  and  main- 
tain the  avenues  and  walks  in  such  a  condition  as  to  ensure  a 
reasonable  degree  of  safety  and  convenience  to  the  occasional 
visitor,  and  to  that  end  the  appropriation  of  $50.00,  placed  at 
our  disposal  by  the  City  Councils  early  in  the  year,  has  been 
applied. 

Your  committee  has  been  informed  that  one  of  our  public- 
spirited  citizens  has  under  serious  consideration  the  project  of 
raising  a  substantial  iron  observatory  on  the  site  of  the  form- 
er wooden  one,  and  making  a  formal  presentation  of  the  same 
to  the  city.  Such  a  gift  would  not  only  stand  for  ages  as  a 
memorial  to  the  generosity  of  the  donor,  but  would  have  a 
tendency  to  create  a  healthful  interest  in  park  affairs,  without 
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which  but  little  change  or  improvement  in  present  conditions 
can  be  expected.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Repairs  of 
School  Houses. 


G^ENTLEMEN    OF    THE    ClTY    COUNCILS  : 

For  several  years  the  passing  of  each  succeeding  official 
term  has  marked  the  accomplishment  of  some  unusual  enter- 
prise in  this  department,  until  it  has  almost  become  a  settled 
policy  that  each  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Repairs  of 
School  Houses  shall,  in  turn,  inaugurate  and  carry  out  some 
special  undertaking.  The  principal  feature  of  department 
work  during  the  past  year,  has  been  the  introduction  of  a  new 
heating  and  ventilating  system  into  the  Varney  school  build- 
ing on  Washington  street.  The  importance  of  the  undertak- 
ing was  fully  realized  by  your  committee,  and  the  subject  was 
given  the  most  careful  consideration.  As  a  result  of  a  com- 
petitive test,  the  contract  for  the  work  was  finally  awarded  to 
the  Smith  &  Anthony  Company  of  Boston,  the  price  agreed 
upon  being  $1,399.00,  or  within  $51.00  of  the  total  amount 
appropriated.  To  prepare  the  building  for  the  apparatus,  to 
provide  the  material  and  make  necessary  repairs  in  the  struct«- 
ure  after  the  system  had  been  put  in,  entailed  an  expenditure 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  resources  at  our  command.  The 
needs  of  the  occasion,  however,  were  promptly  recognized  by 
the  City  Councils,  and  an  addition  of  $250.00  was  made  to 
the  original  amount  assigned  us. 

The  system  is  now  in  working  order,  and  although. we  have 
not  had  an  opportunity  to  thoroughly  test  it  under  severe  cli- 
matical  conditions,  we  confidently  believe  that  it  will  fulfil 
every  condition  of  the  guarantee. 
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Although  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  regular  appropria- 
tion was  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  new  furniture,  we  have 
endeavored  to  maintain  the  various  buildings  in  suitable  re- 
pair, giving  every  demand  early  and  painstaking  considera- 
tion. .  ^ 

The  school  buildings  are  apparently  in  good  condition,  yet 
constant  attention  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  insure  them 
against  deterioration,  as  well  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
advancing  ideas  and  constantly  changing  conditions. 

For  an  itemized  account  of  the  expenditures  of  the  depart- 
ment you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  published  statement 
in  the  annual  reports.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  City  Farm. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

The  average  annual  appropriation  for  City  Farm  during  the 
past  eight  years,  or  since  the  construction  of  the  city  stable  in 
1890,  has  been  $165.00;  the  average  annual  expenditure  for 
the  same  period  has  been  $106.64.  In  January  last  your  com- 
mittee submitted  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  needs  of 
the  department  for  the  year,  and  upon  that  estimate  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  recommended  an  ap- 
propriation of  $60.00,  which  was  subsequently  passed  by  the 
City  Councils.  Later  investigation,  however,  convinced  us 
that  no  expenditure  was  absolutely  necessary,  hence  we  have 
the  pleasure  of  converting  back  into  the  city  treasury  the  en- 
tire amount  set  apart  for  our  use,  with  the  exception  of  $5.68, 
which  was  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  an  obligation  con- 
tracted during  the  previous  year.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Bridges. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

The  city  of  Dover,  bisected  by  one  river,  flanked  by  an- 
other, indented  by  numerous  creeks  and  cut  up  by  water-ways, 
is  compelled  to  maintain  numerous  bridges  for  the  convenient 
Interchange  of  social  and  business  relations,  not  only  among 
her  own  citizens  but  with  the  outer  world.  The  construction 
and  maintenance  of  these  bridges  entails  a  certain  burden 
upon  the  tax-payers,  yet  so  far  as  the  average  citizen  is  con- 
cerned the  mere  fact  that  an  expenditure  along  this  line  is  re- 
quired, is  a  i-eminder  of  the  presence  of  that  motive  power 
which  first  attracted  strangers  to  our  confines,  which  stimu- 
lated the  growth  of  manufactories  and  ensured  the  perma- 
nence and  prosperity  of  our  city. 

The  annual  assessment  for  bridge  repairs  per  capita  is, 
however,  almost  infinitesimal,  the  total  amount  raised  during 
the  year  just  ending  being  but  $900.00.  Of  this  amount  we 
have  expended  $854.43. 

With  the  exception  of  the  bridge  over  Fresh  Ci'eek,  the  city 
bridges  are  in  fairly  good  condition.  Quite  extensive,  al- 
though not  essentially  very  expensive,  repairs  on  the  above- 
mention^id  bridge  will  undoubtedly  be  found  necessary  in  the 
near  future. 

The  condition  of  our  appropriation,  after  making  general 
repairs,  precluded  the  idea  of  repainting  the  Central  avenue 
and  Washington  street  bridges,  work  which,  in  the  interest  of 
economy,  should  not  be  long  neglected. 

Suggestions  as  to  the  policy  to  be  pursued  by  our  successors 
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in  office,  while  in  a  measure  germane  to  the  spirit  of  a  docu- 
ment of  this  kind,  ordinarily  have  but  little  weight,  hence, 
without  further  comment  we  surrender  our  charge,  and  leave 
to  the  committee  of  1899  the  duty  of  predicating  their  de- 
mands upon  a  personal  inspection  of  the  property  assigned  to 
their  care.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

The  annual  appropriation  for  printing  for  the  year  1898 
was  fixed  at  $700.00, — the  smallest  apportionment  made  for 
the  conduct  of  this  department  for  several  years, — and  yet, 
after  adjusting  all  claims  contracted  during  the  year,  we  are 
enabled  to  convert  back  into  the  city  treasury  the  gratifying 
sum  of  $324.84,  or  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  appro- 
priation. 

Spirited  competition  enabled  us  to  secure  unusually  favora- 
ble terms  on  the  contract  for  printing  the  annual  reports,  a 
fact  which  accounts  in  no  small  measure  for  the  decrease  in 
the  department  expenditures. 

The  annual  publications  of  the  city  of  Dover  not  only  evi- 
dence in  their  compilation  and  general  character  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  book  composition, 
but  are  unusually  clear  and  concise  in  detail,  embracing  as 
they  do,  reports  from  every  branch  of  municipal  service. 

There  have  been  so  many  amendments  of,  and  additions  to, 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Dover,  since  their  publication  in 
1891,  that  the  present  printed  volume  is  thoroughly  unreliable 
and  misleading.  Not  only  are  the  volumes  incongruous  in 
character,  but  the  supply  is  practically  exhausted,  hence  we 
suggest  that  measures  be  taken  early  in  the  coming  year  look- 
ing to  a  general  codification  of  existing  laws   preliminary    to 
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having  the  same  properly   printed  for  public  information  and 
official  use.

Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils  : — 

The  personnel  of  the  Dover  Fire  Department  was  never  bet- 
ter than  it  is  today.  With  a  modest  but  intelligently  operated 
equipment,  the  ratio  of  loss  by  fire  is  very  small,  and  the  av- 
erage property-holder  experiences  a  gratifying  sense  of  securi- 
ty in  the  protection  which  he  has  learned  to  recognize  and 
commend. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  present  efficiency  of  the  depart- 
ment, it  will  be  found  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  make 
some  changes  in  and  additions  to,  the  apparatus,  and  we  take 
liberty  to  suggest  the  matter  at  this  time,  that  the  burden  of 
expense  necess^try  to  carry  out  these  alterations  and  improve- 
ments may,  by  an  early  knowledge  of  their  importance,  be 
more  evenly  distributed. 

In  the  first  place  the  fire-alarm  system  will  soon  demand  at- 
tention. The  present  two-circuit  repeater,  carrying,  as  it 
does,  about  twenty-seven  miles  of  wire,  is  taxed  to  the  limit 
of  its  capacity.  It  would  be  a  judicious  move  for  our  imme- 
diate successors  in  oflSce  to  substitute  a  six-circuit  repeater  for 
the  one  now  in  use.  The  present  instrument  has  been  in  use 
about  eleven  years,  and  had  seen  service  prior  to  its  purchase 
by  the  city.  By  an  increase  in  the  number  of  circuits,  the 
load  might  be  materially  lessened  and  yet  leave  spare  cir- 
cuits for  use  in  case  of  accident.  To  place  the  system  in  sat- 
isfactory condition  it  would  require  an  outlay  of  nearly 
$1,000,00.  While  the  change  thus  suggested  involves  quite  an 
expenditure    of  money,  the   economy   in   the   annual  cost    of 
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maintenance  as  well  as  the  improvement  in  the  service,  would 
amply  compensate  the  outlay. 

The  life  of  fire  hose  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  contingent  upon 
the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  the  care  which  it  may  receive 
after  service.  While  there  may  be  no  occasion  to  renew  any 
considerable  part  of  the  supply  during  the  coming  year,  it  can 
reasonably  be  expected  that  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
will  be  required  in  1900. 

The  need  of  a  hook  and  ladder  house  is  too  apparent  to  re- 
quire argument.  While  the  present  structure  may  stand  until 
the  city's  finances  will  warrant  the  construction  of  a  new  and 
modern  building,  yet  in  the  meantime  the  condition  of  the 
present  edifice  is  not  only  a  menace  to  the  valuable  apparatus 
therein  contained,  but  a  monument  of  regret  to  the  members 
of  the  company. 

On  the  other  hand  no  city  in  New  England  can  boast  of 
better  horses  in  its  fire  department,  than  those  belonging  to 
the  city  of  Dover,  and  the  intelligent  interest  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  excellence  in  service  is  nowhere  more  marked  than 
among  our  local  firemen.  The  apparatus  is  all  kept  in  the 
best  possible  order,  and  the  only  rivalry  manifest  among  the 
dififerent  companies  is  that  laudable  rivalry  which  aspires  to 
the  greater  excellence,  the  promptest  and  most  satisfactory 
service. 

Two  new  fire-alarm  boxes  and  the  wire  necessary  to  estab- 
lish them  in  use,  have  been  purchased  during  the  year,  and  a 
pair  of  horses  bought  to  take  the  place  of  those  formerly  in 
use  at  the  central  fire  station.  Notwithstanding  this  unusual 
outlay, — aggregating  about  $700.00, — there  remains  a  balance 
of  nearly  $300.00  to  the  credit  of  the  department  appropria- 
tion.

To  THE  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : — 

Gentlemeu : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port as  Solicitor  for  the  year  1898. 

Only  one  action  is  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  to 
which  the  city  of  Dover  is  a  party,  viz  :  the  suit  of  Frank  F. 
Fernald  versus  the  City  of  Dover,  which  was  entered  at  the 
September  term.  This  is  an  action  in  assumpsit,  by  which 
the  said  Fernald  seeks  to  recover  the  taxable  costs,  with  the 
exception  of  witness  fees,  on  all  complaints  and  warrants  re- 
turned to  the  Police  Court  during  the  year  1897,  the  said  Fer- 
nald claiming  the  same  by  reason  of  the  construction  which  he 
places  upon  an  amendment  to  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of 
Dover,  passed  January  6,  1897. 

The  case  was  in  order  for  trial  at  the  said  September  term, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  could  not  be  reached  in  season  to 
give  us  a  trial  by  jury,  it  was  continued  until  the  February 
term,  1899.  At  the  suggestion  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  I 
engaged  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Nason  to  assist  me  in  defending  this 
suit.  As  he  was  Mayor  at  the  time  the  amendment  to  the 
ordinances  was  passed  I  believe  his  selection  was  a  fortunate 
one  for  the  city. 

I  have  appeared  in  all  cases  brought  before  our  Municipal 
Court  where  my  presence  was  required. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  during  the  year  past  I 
have  been  able  to  collect  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($450.00)  for  sewer  entrances.

Gentlemen  of  the  Citt  Councils  : — 

The  sanitary  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health  has  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  his  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1898. 

In  the  more  restricted  and  ordinary  sense,  health  is  under- 
stood as  referring  chiefly  to  the  body,  and  as  indicating  that 
perfect  and  harmonious  play  of  all  the  functions  which  per- 
mits a  man  to  be  all  that  his  Creator  intended.  Even  in  this 
sense,  however,  it  may  readily  be  admitted  that  absolute  bodi- 
ly health  is  one  of  the  rarest  endowments  ;  in  common  lan- 
guage, accordingly,  the  term  is  accepted  with  an  indefinite  lim- 
itation, to  indicate  a  state  consistent  with  a  life  reaching  its 
ordinary  physiological  limit  without  any  manifest  and  consid- 
erable departure  from  the  ideal  standard. 

Sanitary  science  has  been  very  aptly  described  as  "an  ap- 
plication of  the  laws  of  physiology  and  general  pathology  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  health  and  life  of  communities,  by 
means  of  those  agencies  which  are  in  common  and  constant 
use." 

The  true  starting  point  of  modern  sanitary  legislation  dates 
back  but  little  over  half  a  century, — to  1842, — yet  the  Mosaic 
code  of  laws — the  most  ancient  on  record — contains  minute  di- 
rections for  the  cleanliness  of  the  person,  the  purification  of 
the  dwelling  and  the  camp,  the  selection  of  healthy  and  the 
avoidance  of  unwholesome  food,  the  seclusion  of  persons  with 
contagious   disorders,  and  various  other  points  bearing  on  the 
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physical  well-being  of  the  Jewish  nation.  The  Greeks  and 
Romans,  although  not,  like  the  Jews,  making  hygiene  a  part 
of  their  religious  duties,  were  far  from  neglecting  it.  The 
Roman  people,  poor  and  apparently  rude  as  was  its  origin,  yet 
found  time,  amidst  its  military  occupations,  to  construct  the 
Cloaca  Maxima,  as  an  indestructible  and  stupendous  memorial 
of  its  attention  to  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  city  at  a 
very  early  period  of  its  history. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  health  for  houses,  both  in  the 
town  and  in  the  country,  that  all  filth  should  be  removed  from 
them  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  cease  to  be  injurious  to  mankind.  It  may  be 
taken  as  a  pretty  safe  general  guide,  that  all  matters  which 
give  off  a  disagreeable  smell  are  dangerous  if  allowed  to  re- 
main near  our  dwellings  ;  nature  thus  giving  us  warning  of 
the  presence  of  something  that  may  do  us  harm. 

Many  people  have  thought  that  if  by  using  certain  deodoriz- 
ing materials,  they  could  fix  this  effluvium  permanently  or  for 
a  time,  they  had  surmounted  the  difficulty ;  but  this  is  scarcely 
half  a  cure,  and  a  palliative  like  this  is  much  less  advisable 
than  a  radical  measure  of  removing  the  filth  by  suspension  in 
water,  and  rendering  of  it  not  only  innocuous,  but  beneficial, 
by  incorporating  it  with  the  great  natural  deodorizer, — the 
earth. 

During  the  first  two  or  three  days  after  sewage  is  deposited 
in  water,  the  smell  is  unpleasant,  but  not  dangerous  to  man- 
kind ;  after  that,  putrefaction  begins,  and  the  gases  given  off 
become  deleterious.  Here,  then,  is  time  for  removal,  and  a 
punishment  for  neglect.  Fevers,  gangrene,  opthalmia,  and 
many  other  diseases,  especially  among  children,  are  certain  to 
break  out  and  become  malignant  if  the  eminations  from  such 
filth  exist  in  the  air  around  human  habitations.  That  our 
sewer  system  is  imperfect  must  be  admitted,  yet  each  year 
certain  defects  are  remedied  and  extensions  made,  thus  grad- 
ually bringing  about  a  better  and  more  satisfactory  condition. 
In   this  connection  it  might  not  be  inopportune   to  call  atten- 
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lion  to  the  condition  of  the  small  ravine  near  Guppy's  woods. 
The  culvert  under  Portland  street,  which  furnishes  the  logical 
outlet  for  the  drainage  at  this  point,  always  small,  has  become 
obstructed,  and  as  a  natural  consequence  the  land  on  the 
northerly  side  of  the  street  is  overflowed  and  has  become  the 
repository  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the  interest  of  pub- 
lic health  the  matter  should  be  given  early  attention.

"WATER. 

One  of  the  greatest  achievements  of  sanitary  science  has 
been  the  discovery  of  the  danger  that  lurks  in  impure  water. 
Rain-water,  as  it  is  formed  in  the  upper  regions  of  the  atmos- 
phere, is  the  purest  that  nature  supplies  ;  but  in  descending  it 
brings  with  it  whatever  impurities  are  floating  near  the  sur- 
face, which,  in  the  neighborhood  of  towns,  are  numerous, 
consisting  of  various  gases,  together  with  soot  and  other 
floating  particles,  organic  and  inorganic.  The  contamination 
of  water  by  vegetable  and  animal  substances  takes  place  in 
various  ways.  The  most  obvious  and  abundant  source  of  this 
class  of  ingredients  is  the  sewage  and   refuse  of  towns ;   and 
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next  in  order  may  be  ranked  the  contact  with  soils  rich  in  or- 
ganic matter.  Water  falling  on  a  growing  soil,  and  running 
oflf  the  surface  to  lie  in  stagnant  pools,  is  in  very  favorable 
circumstances  for  being  tainted  with  vegetable  and  animal  life. 
Water  plants  will  spring  up  and  feed  numerous  tribes  of  ani- 
malcules, and  each  pool  will  be  a  constant  scene  of  vitality. 
In  such  a  state  the  water  gradually  becomes  unfit  for  drink- 
ing ;  the  palate  instantly  discerns  a  disagreeable  taint  and  the 
olfactory  organs  are  disturbed  by  an  equally  disagreeable 
odor.  Although  by  means  of  sand  and  other  filters,  or  of 
the  liming  process,  organic  contamination  of  water  may  be 
much  reduced,  there  still  remains  enough  to  render  the  water 
unsafe  for  use.  Yet  water,  once  corrupted  with  organic  mat- 
ter, is  not  necessarily  hopelessly  and  permanently  so.  Filthy 
water  has  a  tendency  to  purify  itself,  and  this  in  two  ways.  In 
the  first  place,  in  any  shallow  stream  of  polluted  water  there 
may  be  observed  long  brushes  of  a  sort  of  slimy  vegetation  ad- 
hering to  every  projection  of  the  bottom.  All  this  matter  has 
been  disengaged  from  the  water  which  thus  flows  away  so  much 
the  purer.  The  second  and  most  effective  part  of  the  natural 
purification  consists  in  the  actual  decomposition  of  the  impuri- 
ties. This  process  is  really  one  of  oxidation,  and  is  much  fa- 
vored and  hastened  when  the  water  percolates  very  slowly 
through  porous  beds  of  earth.  If  the  filtration  has  been  suf- 
ficiently prolonged  to  convert  all  the  decayed  matter  into  car- 
bonic acid  or  nitrates,  the  water  will  be  pure,  as  far  as  the  or- 
ganic taint  and  the  presence  of  animalcules  are  concerned,  and 
will,  in  fact,  be  neither  disagreeable  nor  unwholesome.

Incidental  to  the  above  statistical  enumeration,  it  may  be 
added,  as  a  matter  of  record,  that  the  bodies  of  fifty  persons 
who  died  in  other  places  were  brought  to  Dover  for  interment 
during  the  year.  The  causes  of  death  of  these  persons,  how- 
ever, are  no!  included  in  the  enumeration.

An  analysis  of  the  foregoing  table  develops  the  following 
interesting  facts  from  the  standpoint  of  a  statistician  : 

1st. — That  the  ratio  of  mortality  in  Dover  during  the  year 
was  very  low,  barely  exceeding  two  per  cent. 

2d. — That  there  were  but  seven  fatalities  directly  attributa- 
ble to  those  diseases  ordinarily  classed  as  "contagious,"  dur- 
ing the  year. 

3d. — That  the  largest  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  any 
one  cause  mentioned,  was  due  to  natural  conditions  consequent 
upon  longevity,  while  one  death  out  of  evei*y  twenty-eight  fol- 
lowed as  the  consequence  of  accident,  and  should  be  omitted 
when  computing  the  actual  ratio  of  mortality  resulting  from 
disease. 

From  carefully  compiled  statistics  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that,  in  a  population  dying  at  the  rate  of  only  20  in  1,000  an- 
nually, the  average  age  at  death  of  the  community,  supposing 
the  population  to  be  absolutely  free  from  change,  would  be  50 
years.

SANITARY   INSPECTION 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  city,  as  a  whole,  is  very  good, 
although  a  few  localities  have  not  yet  reached  a  satisfactory 
standard.  The  house-to-house  inspection  has  been  continued 
during  the  year,  increased  duties  in  other  important  directions 
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preventing  an   early  completion  of  the  work.     The  nnmber  of 
inspections  made  during  the  year  is  given  in  the  list  below  :

A  record  of  each  inspection  is  made,  giving  the  name  of  the 
person  owning  the  premises,  street  and  number,  date  of  in- 
spection, condition  of  yards,  stables,  outbuildings,  privy 
vaults,  cesspools,  drainage,  cellars,  etc. 

The  value  of  intelligent,  careful  inspection  of  houses  can- 
not be  over-estimated  in  its  importance  to  the  health  of  their 
occupants.  The  question  of  plumbing  and  drainage  is  one  in 
which  the  whole  public  is  concerned,  and  which  should  be  de- 
cided and  carried  out  by  public  authority,  and  the  work  held 
under  strict  supervision  of  a  competent  inspector. 

The  doctrine  that  filth  plays  an  important  part  in  the  cause 
of  disease,  lies  at  the  foundation  of  very  much  of  the  sanitary 
administration  of  cities  and  towns  throughout  all  civilized 
countries.  The  popular  impression,  and  undoubtedly  the  be- 
lief, among  a  very  large  part  of  the  medical  profession,  as 
well  as  the  officials  who  have  charge  of  the  sanitary  adminis- 
tration is,  that  filth  in  itself  is  one  of  the  active  causes  of  dis- 
ease, and  that  little  else  is  essential  to  the  production  of  cer- 
tain infectious  diseases.  An  excess  of  zeal  along  the  line  of 
sanitary  improvement  is  to  be  commended  rather  than  decried. 

All  complaints  filed  with  the  board  are  regarded  as  strictly 
confidential,  and  are  given  the  earliest  possible  attention. 
Most    complaints   entered  during  the  year    proved  to   be    well 
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founded,    but  eight    out  of  the   entire    number    proving  to  be 
without  cause.

HEALTH    WAGON. 

The  work  accomplished  in  this  branch  of  the  service  during 
the  past  year,  has  been  of  a  highly  satisfactory  character. 
Each  succeeding  year  gives  added  emphasis  to  the  wisdom 
which  prescribed  fixed  service  along  this  line,  and  the  steadily 
increasing  demands  upon  our  resources  plainly  evidences  a 
growing  appreciation  of  the  advantages   thereto  appertaining. 

IN    GENERAL. 

"Eternal  vigilance"  must  be  the  animating  influence  in  the 
life  of  a  health  official.  By  night  as  well  as  by  day  must  he 
hold  himself  in  readiness  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
hour.  Fully  alive  to  the  serious  consequences  that  might  fol- 
low even  the  slightest  neglect,  conscious  of  the  fearful  penalty 
which  might  pertain  as  the  result  of  indifference  or  incapacity, 
his  duties  assume  an  importance  rarely  appreciated  by  those 
who,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  can  have  but  little  con- 
ception of  the  varied  interests  and  grave  responsibilities  in- 
volved. 

Owing  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  families 
placed  in  quarantine  by  town  officials,  must  be  maintained 
(where  such  maintenance  is  necessary)  by  the  agency  re- 
sponsible for  their  confinement.  The  effect  of  this  ruling  has 
increased  the  expenditures  of  the  department  to  quite  an  ex- 
tent.    Not  only  have   we    been   compelled,  in    numerous    in- 
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stances,  to  furnish  needed  medicines,  but  sustenance  as  well. 
The  introduction  of  formaldehyde  gas  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
infection and  sterilization,  has  also  placed  an  added  burden  on 
the  department,  but  the  security  and  convenience  to  infected 
families,  and  the  protection  to  their  household  effects,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  real  superiority  of  the  method  over  the  disin- 
fecting agents  formerly  employed,  would  be  ample  reason  in 
favor  of  the  change. 

An  investigation  of  the  workings  of  the  department  is  in- 
vited. 

For  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me  during  the  year  by  the 
members  of  the  Councils,  as  well  as  by  the  various  officials  with 
whom  I  have  necessarily    been   brought  in  contact,    I  wish 
to  express  my  grateful  acknowledgements.

Less  than  four  years  have  passed  since  the  management  of 
cemetery  affairs  became  vested  in  a  Board  of  Trustees,  yet 
even  that  brief  period  has  been  marked  by  decisive  and  im- 
portant changes  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  city's  pos- 
sessions on  Pine  Hill.  One  important  factor  in  the  general 
scheme  of  progression,  is  the    recognition  of  cemetery  needs 
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as  emphasized  in  recent  legislation.  The  enactment  of  laws 
empowering  towns  and  cemetery  corporations  to  hold  funds  in 
trust,  is  not  only  a  convenience  to  those  who  are  unable,  from 
any  cause,  to  devote  that  constant  personal  attention  neces- 
sary to  the  proper  preservation  of  their  lots,  but  furnishes  a 
positive  guarantee  against  deterioration  and  decay  when  death 
has  stilled  the  loving  hand  and  removed  the  immediate  agency 
of  personal  responsibility. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  an  abiding  interest  in 
Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  we  invite  careful  attention  to  the  following 
extracts  from  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  bear- 
ing upon  this  point : 

Section  5,  Chapter  40,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  provides  that 
"Towns  may  take  and  hold  in  trust  gifts,  legacies,  and  de- 
vises made  to  them  for  the  establishment,  maintenance  and 
care  of  *  *  *  *  cemeteries  and  burial  lots,"  and  Section 
8,  Chapter  51,  further  provides  that  "Cemetery  corporations 
and  trustees  of  town  cemeteries,  or  other  officers  having  law- 
ful charge  of  the  same,  may  take  and  hold  funds  in  trust,  to 
apply  the  income  thereof  to  the  improvement,  watering  or  em- 
bellishment of  the  cemetery,  or  to  the  care,  preservation,  or 
embellishment  of  any  lot  or  its  appurtenances." 

That  any  person  interested  in  the  proper  administration  of 
any  trust  may  at  any  time  readily  ascertain  the  exact  status 
of  the  fund,  the  Legislature  of  1893  enacted  a  law  making  it 
the  duty  of  the  town,  or  the  officers  having  lawful  charge  of 
any  town  cemetery,  to  keep  an  account  of  every  such  trust 
fund  in  the  books  of  the  town,  showing  the  amount  held  in 
trust,  how  the^same  is  invested,  the  income  received  and  how 
the  same  is  expended,  and  also  to  publish  such  accounts  in  the 
annual  town  reports  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town  ac- 
counts are  published. 

Not  only  has  ample  provision  been  made  for  the  safety  and 
perpetuity  of  any  fund  thus  left  in  trust,  but  every  possible 
safeguard  has  been  provided  to  insure  a  full  observance  of 
the  express  conditions  governing  the  deposit. 
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The  beneficial  influence  of  this  legislation  is  making  itself 
manifest  throughout  the  state  ;  lots  which  heretofore  received 
attention  only  when  convenience  prompted,  are  now  regularly 
and  systematically  cared  for,  a  change  which  has  not  only  re- 
sulted in  materially  improving  the  condition  of  particular  lots, 
but  has  stimulated  and  strengthened  the  heretofore  dormant 
interest  in  cemetery  affairs,  until  the  apathy  and  indifference 
so  plaintively  deplored  a  few  decades  ago,  have  been  super- 
seded by  a  manifestly  intelligent  and  steadily  increasing  pub- 
lic regard. 

During  the  past  season  a  topographical  survey  of  the  new 
additions  has  been  made,  the  work  being  conducted  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  E.  W.  Bowditch,  Esq.,  of  Boston. 
This  plan,  with  attendant  detail  drawings,  is  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  board,  and  will  be  developed  as  occasion  demands, 
mands. 

Possessed  of  a  large  and  easily  accessible  although  practi- 
cably undeveloped  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  original  grounds, 
and  with  the  prospect  of  a  gradually  increasing  revenue, 
there  seems  but  little  doubt,  with  the  continued  assistance  of 
the  City  Councils,  that  the  board  will  soon  be  able,  not  only 
to  contribute  a  generous  sum  each  year  toward  liquidating  the 
outstanding  indebtedness,  but  to  gradually  introduce  long 
needed  and  much  desired  improvements. 

For  more  specific  information  in  regard  to  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  department,  as  well  as  to  the  work  ac- 
complished during  the  year,  reference  is  made  to  the  supple- 
mentary reports  hereto  attached.

DOVER  WATER  WORKS, 


Water    Commissioners'    Report* 


To  THE  City  Councils  of  the  City  op  Dover  : — 

Other  than  the  public  water  works,  there  may  be  depart- 
ments of  local  government  which  appeal  more  strongly  to  the 
imagination  of  the  citizen  and  voter;  there  is  none,  how- 
ever, which  affects  more  nearly  the  hygienic  or  even  the  es- 
thetic tendencies  of  society.  The  collection  and  distribution 
of  water  for  general  use  is  one  of  the  important  functions  of 
municipal  administration,  and,  after  all,  the  wide  development 
secured  since  the  crude  beginnings  of  our  remote  ancestors  is 
not  without  a  certain  sort  of  romantic  interest. 

Water  is  the  emblem  of  gifts  most  desired,  and  the  most 
precious  of  nature's  bounties.  Song  and  story,  from  ancient 
times,  have  abounded  with  grateful  allusions  to  the  fountains 
from  whence  came  the  people's  water  supplies. 

Some  persons  in  Dover  are  not  loo  young  to  remember  the 
old  town  pumps.  The  better  known  one  was  on  the  Landing, 
the  other  probably  near  Dunn's  tavern.  There  was  an  iron 
handle  ever  ready  for  use,  and  in  the  early  days  beneath  the 
dripping  spout  was  placed  a  long  and  convenient  trough. 

In  front  of  them  the  stages  were  stopped  before  changing 
teams.  How  bravely  the  tired  horses  shook  their  harnesses, 
before  dipping  their  dusty  noses  into  the  cool,  clear  water. 
Quivering  with  delight,  the  north  country  oxen,  heavy  in  dew- 
laps and  of  luminous  eyes,  drawing  heavy  loads  of  hemlock 
bark  and  ashen  staves,  rested  and  drank.  About  the  pumps 
heads  of  families  gathered  in  the  evening  with  pails,  and 
talked  of  the  drouth,  or  the  unusual  wet  spell,  or  of  matters 
likely  to  come  up  at  town  meeting. 
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There,  too,  as  the  shadows  lengthened,  bashful  swains 
courteously  filled  the  pails  of  homespun-clad  maidens  who, 
coming  across  the  open  space,  carried  away  the_  pump  water  to 
make  early  teas. 

And  it  was  about  these  wayside  water  works  that  the  boys 
clustered  and  discussed  plans  for  running  away  to  sea.  How 
many  in  after  years,  sick  and  in  far-off  lands,  with  parched 
lips  and  fevered  thirst,  dreamed  of  the  old  town  pump  and 
yearned  for  one  good  long  draught  of  its  cool  and  slakening 
waters. 

If  the  cry  of  "fire!"  "fire !"  rang  out,  the  leather  buckets 
of  the  day  were  filled  at  these  reservatories,  and  passed  from 
hand  to  hand  down  the  willing  brigade  to  the  burning  building. 

And  it  is  remembered  as  well  that  there  were  tilting-beams 
and  endless  chains,  and  the  "old  oaken  bucket,"  where  now 
are  our  principal  streets. 

Then  came  the  era  of  private  enterprise.  But  the  village 
grew  into  a  city,  the  old  town  pumps  and  road  wells,  together 
with  many  of  the  primitive  manners  and  customs  of  the  old 
times,  passed  away.  At  length  the  people  concluded  that  if 
private  companies  could  make  water  plants  pay,  then  the 
quicker  the  city  took  the  whole  to  itself,  the  better. 

And  now  the  business  is  administered  by  the  community  for 
the  community — by  all  for  all.  Obedient  to  special  devices 
and  the  throb  and  thrust  of  mighty  machinery,  the  water  sup- 
ply of  the  people  comes  through  long  lines  of  pipe  to  the 
faucet,  extinguishes  fires  and  grinds  and  lifts.  And  just  as 
the  town  owned  the  public  pumps,  the  city  owns  the  water 
supply  of  today,  and  this  year  completes  the  first  decade  since 
the  people  assumed  control. 

A  progress  report  was  submitted  at  the  close  of  1888,  and 
the  system  was  perfected  before  the  end  of  the  following  year. 
The  public  ownership  has  proved  an  unqualified  success, 
which  will  become  more  and  more  apparent  in  future  years. 

^nnual  reports  of  the  Water  Commissioners  have  been  is- 
sued regularly,  this  being  the  eleventh. 
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The  board  of  1898  organized  by  the  choice  of  Joseph  W. 
Gate  as  President  and  John  B.  Stevens  as  Clerk. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  revenue  has  again  been  sufficient  not  only  to  meet 
the  expense  of  maintenance,  extension,  and  interest,  but 
also  to  show  a  reduction  of  the  debt  to  the  amount  of 
$2,422.14,  and  a  balance  of  $3,628.73  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  has  not  been  accomplished  without  close  at- 
tention, and  a  sense  of  never  ending  responsibility.  The  ta- 
bles of  the  Clerk  will  show  the  financial  operations  of  the 
department  in  detail,  and  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
will  explain  the  work  in  his  charge. 

WATER    SUPPLY. 

Our  ordinary  or  normal  water  supply  is  not  such  as  to  offer 
guaranty  for  the  future.  There  is  a  slow  but  steady  increase 
in  the  demand,  and  it  is  none  too  early  to  cast  about  for  addi- 
tional sources. 

PUMPING    STATION. 

The  Blake  engine  has  pumped  all  the  water  which  has  been 
used  in  the  city  since  the  installation  of  the  plant,  without  fre- 
quent expense  for  repairs,  other  than  that  done  by  the  engi- 
neer, and  still  maintains  its  reputation  for  high  rate  of  duty, 
and  the  economy  with  which  its  work  is  performed. 

It  is  well,  however,  to  add  that  this  engine  has  been  in  ser- 
vice ten  years,  a  period  of  time  generally  set  for  immunity 
from  accidents  and  perceptible  wear.  In  case  of  a  break- 
down, when  the  consumption  of  water  is  at  the  maximum, 
much  inconvenience  to  the  people  would  be  the  result.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  that  another  pump  ought  to 
be  set  up.  We  should  then  have  ample  duplicating  power  for 
years  to  come,  a  thing  which  no  city  or  town  depending  on  ma- 
chinery for  its  water  supply,  should  be  without. 

EXTENSIONS. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  detailed  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
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four  extensions  have  been  made  during  tlie  year.  These  have 
not  been  excessively  expensive,  even  in  the  aggregate,  and  the 
assured  rates  will  furnish  a  satisfactory  return  on  the  cost. 

CHARACTER    OF    THE    WATER. 

For  a  short  time  in  midsummer  corpplaints  were  made  of  bad 
tastes  and  odors.  The  Commissioners  examined  the  condi- 
tion carefully.  They  also  corresponded  widely  with  water  of- 
ficials of  other  cities  and  towns.  This  trouble  is  not  confined 
to  a  few  localities.  Almost  everywhere  it  occurs  at  irregular 
intervals.  It  has  made  its  appearance  here  before,  but  on  the 
whole  very  infrequently.  The  evil,  though  unattended  by 
harmful  effects,  is  objectionable.  Doubtless  the  varying  rain- 
fall and  light,  bring  about  sporadic  vegetable  growths,  which, 
after  alternate  exposure  to  wet  and  changes  of  temperature, 
produce  their  objectionable  effects  after  the  water  enters  the 
distributive  system,  and  in  some  cases  before,  in  the  storage 
reservoir.  How  this  drawback  can  be  eliminated  wholly  is  a 
matter  upon  which  there  are  numerous  suggestions  and  much 
difference  of  opinion. 

All  usual  and  many  new  methods  were  tried  with  a  view  of 
getting  rid  of  the  trouble, — and  it  passed  as  in  times  before. 
Still  it  is  likely  that  the  problem  of  forever  removing  the 
tastes  and  odors  resulting  from  algae  growths  at  the  pond, 
and  in  the  reservoir  and  receiving  basin,  will  some  time  longer 
be  a  serious  one. 

But  algiiB  are  entirely  different  from  bacteria,  and  aside 
from  offensiveness  there  is  nothing  to  be  feared  from  a  sani- 
tary standpoint.  Everything  goes  to  show  that  ours  is  a  per- 
missible water  supply,  second  only  to  the  water  from  remote 
springs  in  granite  regions.  It  has  never  produced  ill  effects. 
The  topography  surrounding  our  source  of  supply  is  of  a 
character  favorable  to  purity  and  wholesomeness  in  the  water 
coming  therefrom.  There  is  no  drainage  filth  or  waste  product 
to  endanger,  and  no  morbific  agent  is  in  evidence. 

The  past  history   and    associations  of  the  waters,  even    at 
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their  remote  sources,  point  to  no  initial  contaminations. 
Looking  at  results,  as  indicated  by  public  health,  is  a  rough 
but  a  real  test.  Comparing  one  city  with  another,  Dover 
stands  remarkably  well  in  this  respect — and  this  could  not  be 
if  our  drinking  water  were  impure. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  board,  upon  the  recurrence  of  the 
trouble,  to  have  a  special  examination  of  the  conditions  then 
found  to  exist,  with  a  view  to  obtain  competent  advice  as  to 
the  means  for  obtaining  an  effective  remedy.  The  experience 
and  experiments  of  certain  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts 
go  to  show  that  the  trouble  can  be  remedied  and  a  stable  qual- 
ity of  water  secured. 

CONCLUSION. 

A  conservative  policy  and  a  strictly  business  management 
have  been  the  aims  of  the  board.  In  this  connection,  it  is 
worth  noting  that  none  of  the  money  expended  for  labor  has 
gone  out  of  the  city,  but  all  to  capable  citizens  who  needed  it 
most.  The  officers  of  the  system,  being  the  Superintendent, 
Engineer,  and  Book-keeper,  have  discharged  their  duties  faith- 
fully. 

Early  in  the  year,  Hon.  Charles  A.  Fairbanks,  in  continu- 
ous service  as  a  member  of  the  board  from  the  construction 
period,  during  which  time  he  was  its  Clerk,  retired  from, 
this  position.  The  city  will  long  be  under  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  him  for  the  sagacity,  zeal,  and  untiring  attention  which  he 
gave  to  her  interests  in  this  important  department.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT, 


To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  : — 

Gentlemen : — Agreeably  to  the  rules  relating  to  the  duties 
of  the  Superintendent,  I  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1898,  it  being  the  eleventh  annual  report 
of  the  Superintendent. 

PUMPING   STATION. 

No  repairs  were  made  in  or  on  the  pumping  station  during 
the  year.  The  pumps  have  continued  to  maintain  their  high 
standard  of  efficiency,  requiring  no  repairs.  The  boilers  have 
been  regularly  inspected  by  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspec- 
tion and  Insurance  Co.,  who  report  "care  and  management" 
good.  The  Lamprey  furnace  mouth-piece  in  the  left  hand 
boiler  burst  in  November.  A  new  mouth-piece  has  been  pur- 
chased and  will  be  connected  at  once.  Aside  from  this  no  re- 
pairs were  required  during  the  year.  The  air  compressor  has 
been  run  throughout  the  year,  and  I  again  report  that  the  ar- 
tesian well  has  maintained  its  normal  supply.  The  pumping 
station  should  be  painted  outside  the  coming  year. 

RECEIVING    BASIN. 

The  receiving  basin  has  been  inspected  and  cleaned  during 
the  year,  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  requiring  no 
repairs. 
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RESERVOIR. 

The  reservoir  was  given  its  annual  cleaning  and  inspection 
the  first  of  May,  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  re- 
quiring no  repairs. 

HUSSEY    SPRINGS. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  grounds  about  the 
Hussey  springs  during  the  year.  The  bushes  on  the  west  side 
cut,  stumps  pulled  up,  etc.,  and  the  ground  generally  lev- 
eled up,  which  greatly  improves  it  in  appearance.  When  nec- 
essary, new  coverings  have  been  put  over  the  springs ;  re- 
pairs were  also  made  on  the  Red  spring  building.  Still  furth- 
er improvements  can  be  made  on  the  grounds  the  coming  sea- 
son. On  the  west  side  of  the  gallery  a  trench  was  made  to 
carry  off  the  surface  water.  Everything  about  the  springs  is 
in  good  condition  and  they  are  yielding  their  normal  supply  of 
water. 

WILLAND    POND. 

The  water  level  in  the  pond  has  lowered  somewhat  during 
the  year.  This  has  necessitated  running  the  auxiliary  pump 
on  the  shore  at  intervals.  By  order  of  your  board  a  coal 
shed  was  constructed  contiguous  to  the  pump  house,  which 
now  enables  us  to  store  a  quantity  of  coal,  which  will  be  a 
great  advantage  during  the  winter  storms,  and  should  occa- 
sion require  the  pump  can  be  run  at  such  times.  The  coal 
shed  and  pump  house  should  be  painted  the  coming  spring. 

By  the  order  of  the  board  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  to

Dear  Sir  : — Allow  me  to  say  by  way  of  comment  on  the  ac- 
companying report  of  the  results  obtained  in  a  sanitary  exam- 
ination of  the  samples  of  water  brought  to  the  laboratory  by 
you  last  week,  that  the  sources  of  your  supply  are  above  sus- 
picion. The  pond  water  is  an  exceptionally  good  surface  wa- 
ter, containing  but  little  more  organic  matter  (shown  by  albu- 
minoid ammonia  and   difference  between  total  and  fixed   resi- 
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due)  than  good  ground  water,  i.  e.,  spring  water.  The  spring 
water  is  excellent.  From  a  chemical  standpoint  no  fault  can 
be  found  with  the  water.

EXTENSIONS    AND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  order  of  the  board,  several  extensions  were  made  during 
the  year,  which  may  be  described  as  follows  :  Four  hundred 
and  eighty-three  feet,  six  inches,  of  four-inch  pipe  was  laid  on 
Florence  street,  beginning  at  Broadway  and  running  to  Joseph 
Jarvis's  new  double  house,  with  four-inch  gate  at  Broadway 
street  line.  Seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  feet  of  six-inch 
pipe  was  laid  on  Rutland  street,  beginning  at  a  point  opposite 
Col.  B.  F.  Vittum's  house  and  running  to  Edgar  H.  Gerrish's 
new  house.  A  hydrant  was  set  at  the  end  of  this  line,  which  in- 
sures fire  protection  to  residents  of  this  locality.  A  six-inch 
gate  was  put  in  this  extension  at  the  junction  of  Fisher  street. 
A  six-inch  T  was  put  in  looking  down  Fisher  street. 

Sixth  street  was  extended  two  hundred  and  seventeen  feet, 
six  inches,  with  six-inch  pipe,  beginning  at  Home  street  and 
running  to  Irving  E.  Dow's  new  house.  A  six-inch  gate  was 
set  at  Home  street,  controlling  same. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  feet  of  one-inch  cement-lined 
pipe  was  laid  in  Ham's  lane,  with  proper  shut-off  at  junction 
of  Central  avenue. 

DISTRIBUTION    PIPING,    GATES    AND    HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrant  system  has  been  carefully  inspected  during  the 
year,  and  pumped  out  where  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  the 
winter.  One  new  hydrant  has  been  added  during  the  year. 
Total  number  of  hydrants  in  use  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
three.

DOVER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  THE  City  Councils  and  Citizens  of  Dover  : — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1898,  is  submitted 
with  such  suggestions  and  relevant  matters  as  are  deemed  ap- 
propriate and  useful. 

The  Library  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  although  the  Li- 
brarian's report  shows  that  the  circulation  of  the  year  has  not 
kept  up  with  the  year  preceding.  It  is  easily  accounted  for. 
The  decline  began  with  the  public  excitement  caused  by  the 
threatened  war  with  Spain  in  the  early  spring  time,  and  as 
that  condition  became  intensified  with  the  outbreak  of  hostili- 
ties, the  Library  circulation  decreased  and  continued  on"  the 
decline  until  the  war  was  over. 

The  war  excitement  turned  public  attention  away  from  Li- 
brary books  to  the  newspapers  of  the  day,  for  information  of 
passing  events  at  the  different  points  of  conflict.  This  change 
was  perfectly  natural  and  inevitable.  The  latent  patriotism 
of  the  people  was  stirred  to  intense  volume  and  activity,  while 
the  repast  purely  educational  and  intellectual,  was  sent  to  the 
cold-storage  for  the  time  being,  but  to  resume  its  proper  func- 
tion when  the  war  clouds  rolled  away. 

The  reading  of  the  people  was  not  less  than  before,  but  it 
turned  to  newspapers  for  information  concerning  important 
current  events.  What  may  be  called  the  Library  loss  was  the 
journalistic    gain.       Newspaper    circulations    enormously    in- 
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creased  all  over  the  land.  All  libraries  felt  the  effects  of 
shrinking  patronage  while  the  enterprising  newspaper  publish- 
ers reaped  the  advantage,  although  it  is  doubtful  if  the  addi- 
tional profits  compensated  for  the  greatly  increased  cost  of 
production  caused  by  the  demands  of  the  war  situation.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  the  reading,  although  not  of  the  usual  library 
kind,  was  greatly  increased,  and  important  and  valuable  knowl- 
edge of  public  affairs  was  extended  more  generally  than  ever 
before. 

Never  has  the  world  seen  such  comprehensive  efforts,  such 
consummate  enterprise  as  in  the  journalistic  operations  of  the 
past  year.  All  previous  displays  of  ingenuity,  determination 
and  perseverance  in  news  collecting  and  distribution,  and  all 
prior  records  and  examples  of  success  in  that  line  have  been 
put  completely  in  the  shade.  The  contrast  presented  with  the 
most  primitive  attempts  of  like  nature,  is  so  wonderful  and 
important  as  to  justify  allusion  here.  The  earliest  attempt  at 
news  circulation  of  which  we  have  any  account,  dates  back 
200  years  before  the  Christian  era  when  Rome  gave  out  cer- 
tain kinds  of  news  in  the  form  of  imperial  edicts  on  written 
parchments  fastened  upon  posts  by  the  road  side.  These 
were  made  up  of  such  matter  as  the  despot  saw  fit  to  give  to  a 
part  of  the  people.  Only  a  fraction  of  the  whole  were  per- 
mitted to  see  and  read  it.  It  was  posted  only  in  the  privi- 
leged parts  of  the  city  where  the  rich  were  allowed  to  peruse 
it,  by  first  paying  the  tribute  of  a  silver  coin  to  the  toll  gath- 
erer, while  the  poor  were  not  permitted  to  travel  that  way  at 
all. 

Thenceforward  we  have  no  information  of  any  attempts  at 
news  distribution  except  by  messengers  running  between  the 
despot  and  his  tools  and  lackeys,  carrying  orders  to  be  un- 
conditionally obeyed,  no  matter  what  their  nature  might  be, 
until  we  come  down  through  the  long,  dreary,  dark  ages,  to 
about  the  middle  of  the  15th  century,  when  Gutenberg  in- 
vented wood  type  and  what  was  called  a  printing  press. 
What  sort  of  a  press  it  was,  we  have  no  very    intelligible  ac- 
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count.  But  with  the  help  of  the  capitalist,  Johannes  Faust, 
he  got  out  some  sort  of  printing  apparatus  giving  type  im- 
pressions, which  it  was  possible  to  decipher  and  interpret. 
But  such  a  thing  as  a  newspaper  had  never  been  thought  of. 

At  an  early  period  of  the  16th  century  Rome  had  a  method 
of  hand-to-hand  news,  which,  to  a  limited  amount,  was  good 
to  the  few.  The  Venetians  also  had  a  plan  of  communicating 
military  and  commercial  information  among  officials  by  means 
of  written  sheets,  to  be  read  in  certain  exclusive  places,  but 
not  for  general  circulation,  and  never  until  paid  for  with  a  par- 
ticularly described  coin  called  Gazzetta  (according  to  the  trans- 
lation of  the  characters  in  use),  a  name  which  was  later  applied 
to  the  written  sheet  itself,  hence,  probably,  the  name  Gazette 
as  given  to  the  newspaper. 

About  the  same  time  England,  under  Queen  Elizabeth,  made 
an  advance  and  actually  produced  the  first  newspaper  which 
had  any  right  to  the  name.  It  was  called  "The  English 
Mercuric,"  published  by  authority,  not  avowedly  as  a  news- 
paper, but  its  declared  purpose  was  "for  the  contradiction  of 
false  reports ;"  not  to  give  all  current  news,  but  to  correct 
falsehood  and  misrepresentation.  According  to  a  recent  issue 
of  a  London  journal  there  are  now  three  copies  of  this  earli- 
est newspaper  preserved  in  the  British  Museum,  the  oldest,  of 
which.  No.  50,  bears  the  date  July  23,  1588.  From  that 
newspaper  attempt,  that  starting  point  in  the  business,  things 
went  on.  A  new  idea  had  entered  the  mind  of  man,  and  he 
began  to  study  the  possibilities.  One  thing  suggested  anoth- 
er, and  with  the  application  of  printing  to  a  newspaper,  crude 
and  clumsy  though  it  was,  ignorance  and  superstition  were  at- 
tacked and  only  additional  power  to  the  weapon  was  needed 
to  revolutionize  the  world.  That  power  was  forthcoming.  It 
was  latent  in  man,  and  only  needed  the  motive  and  stimulus  to 
bring  it  out  for  service.  We  have  seen  the  result.  It  is  all 
about  us  and  covers  the  world  today.  The  hampered  oppor- 
tunities existing  for  a  long  period  after  the  invention  of  print- 
ing have  all  passed  away.     Edicts  of  suppression,   espionage 
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and  censorship,  the  tools  employed  by  despots,  were  long 
since  overcome  in  our  own  country  and  England,  and  in  the 
broad  light  of  constitutional  liberty  we  have  the  enormous 
newspaper  enterprises  and  marvelous  progress  of  today.  No 
crowned  potentate  sends  his  sneaking  spies  to  leer  into  our 
proceedings ;  no  royal  edicts  chain  down  our  advancement, 
but  perfect  freedom,  regulated  only  by  public  law  for  the  safety 
of  society  and  the  state,  is  the  rule.  The  steam  and  electric 
conveyance  and  motive  power  to  operate  our  vast  machinery ; 
the  telegraph  and  telephone  which  have  brought  all  the  civi- 
lized world  around  the  office  conference  board  of  the  newspa- 
per ;  the  process  which  converts  the  trees  of  the  forest  into 
the  white  roll  and  sheet  at  the  merest  nominal  price ;  the  type- 
setting machine  which  operates  as  though  endowed  with  hu- 
man intellect,  making  and  setting  its  own  type  in  lines  ready 
for  the  printer's  forms  with  the  most  amazing  rapidity ;  the 
gigantic  lightning  octuple  stereotype  printing  press  which 
turns  out  eight  newspapers  in  one  at  the  rate  of  50,000  to 
100,000  complete  numbers  per  hour  of  any  desired  size,  with 
the  latest  news  from  every  part  of  the  earth  up  to  the  very 
moment  of  going  to  press,  so  cheaply  as  to  be  free  for  every- 
body to  read  and  ponder  and  digest  and  interpret  and  ex- 
pound in  the  perfect  freedom  of  his  own  will,  are  all  in  the 
public  service  of  today. 

And  still  improvements  are  by  no  means  at  the  climax  yet. 
Every  day  brings  something  new ;  some  advance  toward  the 
crowning  aspirations  of  a  perfect  life.  These  astounding 
things  operate  in  their  own  channels  and  perform  their  own 
separate  and  exclusive  work.  They  do  not  materially  affect 
the  uses  and  value  of  books  ;  do  not  retard  the  progress  of 
Library  work  which  deals  in  a  different  department  of  public 
education.  During  our  late  war  their  effect  upon  the  Free  Li- 
brary was  only  of  a  temporary  nature.  With  the  return  of 
peace  the  normal  condition  was  resumed  and  the  usual  book 
circulation  returned,  so  that  it  is  now  equal  to  any  correspond- 
ing time  in   the  past,  and  is  on  the   increase.     It  is    probably 
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true  that  the  war  stimulant  for  information  has  increased  the 
desire  for  reading  generally  and  will  thus  prove  a  permanent 
benefit  to  both  Library  and  newspaper.  It  has  been  said  that 
every  evil  hath  its  compensating  good,  and  while  in  the 
present  case  the  good  resulting  from  the  war  may  not  be  found 
in  the  expansion  of  territorial  control,  yet  whatever  expan- 
sion of  intellectual  wants  and  desires  has  resulted  is  certainly 
a  positive  good  to  the  community  and  the  country.  In  mat- 
ters of  history  pertaining  to  our  new  acquisitions,  the  public 
mind  is  in  a  state  of  inquiry.  More  information  is  wanted 
concerning  the  antecedent  existence  and  present  status  of  our 
colonies.  Historians  and  investigators  and  correspondents 
are  at  work  and  publishers  are  putting  their  writings  into 
readable,  instructive  and  entertaining  volumes.  'It  is  the  busi- 
ness of  this  Library  to  furnish  these  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
our  people,  and  we  shall  not  fail  to  do  it. 

We  shall  also  endeavor  to  keep  up  with  the  world  in  all 
other  departments  of  progress.  This  century  now  coming 
rapidly  to  a  close  and  the  next  soon  to  open  upon  us  will  go 
down  to  posterity  as  conspicuously  the  centuries  of  science. 
Traditions,  whims  and  superstitions  are  giving  way  to  the  un- 
answerable demonstrations  of  scientific  research.  The  inven- 
tions of  man  are  dissolving  both  time  and  space,  and  intelli- 
gence is  overthrowing  the  prejudices  and  bigotries  of  the 
world.  The  last  half  of  the  present  century  has  revolution- 
ized the  almost  unvarying  course  of  a  thousand  years.  Mer- 
chandise transportation  and  all  sorts  of  communication,  not 
epistolary  and  esoteric  only,  but  all  other  possible  forms  that 
result  from  our  social,  gregarious  and  commercial  nature, 
have  become  so  completely  metamorphosed,  so  thoroughly  re- 
constructed and  subjected  to  mental  control  that  all  people  of 
all  civilized  nations  appear  to  be  doing  business  together  while 
remaining  at  their  individual  homes,  and  the  counting  room  of 
one  is  virtually  the  counting  house  of  all.  What  the  future 
will  develop  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  all  only  knows,  and  time 
can  alone    determine.     That    we  shall  have    aerial    navigatiou 
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seems  sure,  and  inter-planetary  commerce  may  not  be  impossi- 
ble. 

Our  duty  is  to  improve  our  opportunities  and  make  the  most 
of  the  advantages  we  have  and  may  hereafter  possess.  This 
is  our  purpose  applicable  to  our  sphere  of  duties  pertaining  to 
this  institution  in  our  charge.  We  must,  therefore,  again  ask 
the  co-operation  of  the  city  government  and  all  the  people  in 
our  efforts  to  build  it  up  and  enhance  its  value  as  a  public  ed- 
ucator. Co-operative  with  the  schools,  we  must  insist  that  it 
is  equally  entitled  to  the  public  consideration  and  support. 
No  lavish,  unnecessary  expenditures  can  be  justifiable  for 
either,  but  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  laudable  purposes  of 
their  existence  is  demanded  by  every  consideration  of  the 
public  good  and  the  well-being  of  society  and  our  free  govern- 
ment. 

The  Trustees  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment to  the  urgent  necessity  for  more  room  for  this  grow- 
ing Library.  At  the  end  of  fifteen  years  of  its  existence,  we 
find  all  present  available  space  occupied,  and  the  circulation 
department  is  too  much  crowded  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
business,  and  to  meet  the  public  requirements.  The  room 
known  as  the  Armory  could  be  easily  and  at  small  expense 
transformed  into  a  Library  annex  for  the  overflow  of  books. 
There  are  many  kinds  of  books  that  could  be  conveniently- 
placed  therein,  and  space  sufficient  for  the  increase  of  the 
next  ten  years  could  there  be  provided  which  would  be  a  great 
advantage  to  all  concerned. 

Our  financial  summary  is  herewith  appended,  but  for  details 
of  the  present  condition,  current  expenses,  etc.,  reference  is 
made  to  the  annual  statement  of  the  competent  and  efficient 
Librarian,  which  is  annexed  to  and  a  part  of  this  report.

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Report  of  the  Librarian. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dover  Public  Library  : 
Gentlemen  : — The    sixteenth  annual  report  of  the   Library, 
showing  its  work  for  the  year  1898,  is  herewith  presented. 

THE    year's    growth. 

The  whole  number  of  accessions  reported  last  year  was 
22,714.  The  number  of  accessions  this  year  has  been  1,056, 
comprising  671  volumes  obtained  by  purchase,  124  bound  pe- 
riodicals, 1  book  replaced  by  the  borrower,  and  260  gifts,  of 
which  186  were  government  publications;  42  old  volumes 
have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  and  14  returned  to 
Washington  ;  leaving  a  total  now  in  the  Library  of  23,714. 

THE    year's    work. 

To  the  reading  room  there  have  been  23,811  visitors,  of 
whom  916  came  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Many  of  these  visit- 
ors came  to  the  historical  room,  consulting  books  there  and 
pursuing  studies  at  length.  From  the  circulating  library 
67,109  volumes  have  been  issued.  This  is  less  by  over  6,000 
volumes  than  the  issue  of  last  year.  The  largest  cause  of  the 
decrease  is  remote  but  unmistakable.  From  the  time  of  the 
destruction  of  the  Maine  in  Havana  harbor  the  people  of  our 
city  devoted  themselves  to  newspapers  and  ceased  to  read 
books.  The  Library  responded  to  the  prevailing  desire  by 
putting  in  the  reading  room  additional  papers,  including  Sun- 
day editions  of  three  New  York  dailies.  But  newspapers  were 
easily  bought  on  the  streets  and  people  provided  themselves 
with  them  instead  of  depending  on  the  Library  copies. 
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The  decrease  in  circulation  gave  tiine  for  some  much-needed 
work  on  the  revision  of  the  card  cai:il<>oiie, — which  after  fif- 
teen years  of  use  had]  begun  to  need  tutention, — and  for  the 
repairing  of  books  which  would  oth.-rwise  have  been  sent  to 
the  bindery.  Owing  to  this  work  tht-  lH>oks  of  the  Library 
are  now  in  better  condition  than  tb<v  'have  been  for  several 
years  and  the  card  catalogue  has  an  -nrire  new  set  of  subject 
headings  made  in  accordance  with  th-'  list  published  by  the 
committee  of  the  American  Library  A.-*><>oiation. 

Few  changes  occur  in  the  Libi:i)v  force.  Among  the 
younger  as  well  as  the  older  assistani-  rliere  exists  a  desire  to 
do  all  possible  for  the  good  of  the  Lilnniy.  Through  the  fall 
the  whole  force  has  met  one  hour  a  wo.-k  as  a  class,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Librarian,  to  take  up  th.-  different  departments 
of  library  work  and  thus  improve  the  otade  of  work  possible 
to  each.  This  class  will  be  continn»'<!  through  tbe  winter, 
taking  up  the  study  of  literature. 

THE    OUTLOOK. 

That  the  work  of  a  public  library  is  many-sided  is  evident 
to  any  one  who  regards  it  with  even  ■^  slight  degree  of  atten- 
tion. To  one  who  is  willing  to  think  ;i  little  it  becomes  clear 
that  the  mission  of  library  in  a  community  is  three-fold;  that 
it  should  aid,  as  a  tool  aids  the  hand  :  ihat  it  should  quicken^ 
as  food  quickens  the  bod}' ;  and  that  it  should  give  pleasure, 
as  beauty  gladdens  the  senses. 

To  this  three-fold  work  the  energie-  of  the  Library  are  con- 
stantly directed.  Work  with  the  schonltj,  the  making  of  read- 
ing-lists, the  suggestion-board,  exhibitions  of  pictures,  access 
to  the  shelves, — all  these  are  elements  contributing  to  one 
general  purpose.  The  result  cannot  fi^il  to  be  enlarging  range 
and  increasing  usefulness  in  the  comnnmity.

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Our  High  school  still  maintains  its  good  name,  both  at  home 
and  abroad.  The  attendance  is  larger  this  year  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  the  interest  of  teachers  and  pupils  is  unflagging. 

Principal  Faj^e  is  proving  a  strong  man,  and  he  is  ably  and 
faithfully  supported  by  his  several  assistants. 
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Mr.  Robert  J.  Sisk,  a  Dartmouth  graduate,  is  doing  excel- 
lent work  as  Miss  Hardy's  successor. 

We  would  repeat  our  recommendation  of  last  year  in  re- 
gard to  something  of  a  business  course  in  our  High  school,  al- 
though we  feel  it  to  be  somewhat  impracticable  for  lack  of 
room  and  money.  We  recognize  the  fact,  also,  that  there 
must  be  a  limit  to  the  extension  of  school  curricula.  Yet  we 
must  keep  step  and  pace  with  the  times.  Something  nxx^X,  be 
done,  if  not  everything. 

In  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  the  pupils,  even  in  the  grammar  grades, 
are  taking  a  practical  course  in  banking.  "The  city  banks 
are  co-operating  with  the  teachers  and  helping  to  make  the  in- 
struction thoroughly  practical." 

The  pupils  in  the  High  school  are  getting  very  proficient  in 
music  under  the  direction  of  their  teacher,  Mr.  B.  T.  Scales. 
Too  much  cannot  be  spoken  in  praise  of  Mr.  Scales  in  view  of 
the  success  and  results  attained. 

OFFICIAL    CHANGES. 

Experience  counts  for  much  in  school  affairs,  as  elsewhere. 
The  schools  of  Dover  have  been  favored  and  infinitely  bene- 
fitted in  that  they  have  had  the  cumulative  effect  of  about  six- 
teen years  continuous  service  of  Mr.  Channing  Folsom  as 
Superintendent.  We  feel  that  it  is  no  disparagement  to  other 
educators  when  we  say  that  Mr.  Folsom  has  no  superior 
among  the  Superintendents  of  New  England.  Dover  relin- 
quished her  claim  upon  him  that  all  the  citizenship  of  New 
Hampshire  might  share  the  benefits  resultant  from  his  efficient 
labors  as  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Mr.  Frank  H.  Pease,  who  had  proven  for  twelve  years  a 
very  successful  principal  of  the  Sawyer  Grammar  school,  in 
this  city,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Mr. 
Folsom's  promotion ;  and  Mr.  Montgomery,  an  experienced 
teacher  from  Somersworth,  N.  H.,  succeeded  Mr.  Pease  in 
grammar  school  work. 
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THE    INFLUENCE    OF    OUR    SCHOOL    SYSTEM    UPON    THE    HEALTH 
OF    THE    PUPILS. 

From  the  standpoint  of  a  physician,  we  have  naturally  given 
much  thought  concerning  the  health  side  of  the  children  in 
our  public  schools.  Others  have  done  the  same,  and  one  of 
the  papers  read  at  last  June's  meeting  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  was  along  this  very  line.  The  writer  insisted 
that  "sanitary,  hygienic  and  dietetic  laws  should  be  thorough- 
ly understood,  and  their  principles  carefully  inculcated. 
Every  parent  and  teacher  should  be  strongly  impressed  with 
the  truth  that  'a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body'  is  a  sine  qua 
non  in  every  case,  if  enduring  results  are  desired  or  expected. 
Everyone,  and  especially  teachers,  should  understand  that 
plain,  nutritious  and  unstimulating  food,  an  abundance  of 
sleep,  and  plenty  of  free,  unrestrained  exercise  in  pure  air, 
away  from  the  formality  and  routine  of  the  school-room,  where 
the  spontaneous  activities  are  given  full  play,  are  of  the 
greatest  possible  value  to  the  child." 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  leading  educators  and 
physicians  of  the  country  were  addressed,  and  answers  re- 
ceived from  over  one  hundred,  about  courses  of  study,  length 
of  school  sessions  and  recitations,  frequency  of  recesses, 
open-air  and  in-door  exercise,  etc.  As  might  be  expected, 
there  was  considerable  diversity  of  opinion,  but  a  majority 
seemed  to  think  our  present  comprehensive  courses  of  study 
not  best  calculated  "to  develop  the  highest  physical  and  intel- 
lectual powers  of  the  child;"  that  sessions  without  out-door, 
open-air  recess,  should  occupy  from  one  to  one  and  one-half 
hours ;  that  recitations  for  primary  grades  should  be  from  ten 
to  twenty  minutes  in  length,  and  in  grammar  grades  from 
twenty  to  thirty  minutes  ;  and  that  most  recesses  should  be 
out  of  doors,  where  pupils  can  be  "untrammeled  and  unre- 
strained." 

This  brief  sumniary,  showing  the  consensus  of  opinion  of 
educators  and  physicians,  it  seems  to  us,  should  be  heeded  by 
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all  who    have  the  welfare    and  happiness  of  our    children  and 
nation  at  heart. 

THE  RELATION  OF  PARENTS  TO  TEACHERS. 

We  believe  that  teachers,  as  a  rule,  do  not  receive  the  sup- 
port and  co-operation  from  parents  which  they  ought  to  have, 
and  to  which  they  are  fairly  entitled.  Criticisms  are  freely 
made  in  regard  to  both  discipline  and  methods,  when  the  par- 
ent possesses  no  knowledge  whatever  ^f  the  character  of 
either. 

We  would  appeal  to  the  parents  to  come  into  closer  rela- 
tions with  the  teachers.  The  latter  desire  and  would  welcome 
this,  knowing  that  the  parents  who  visit  the  schools  the  most 
will  criticise  the  least. 

GENERAL    REMARKS. 

There  always  remain  the  general  words  to  the  public  con- 
cerning educational  matters,  which,  though  often  repeated,  are 
ever  new.  It  is  only  by  this  line-upon-line,  here-a-little  and 
there-a-little,  manner  of  appeal,  that  an  interest  is  aroused  and 
maintained  upon  educational  themes,  and  something  finally  ac- 
complished. By  thus  constantly  and  persistently  returning  to 
the  attack,  we  expect  to  get  a  new  High  school  building  and  a 
larger  and  more  practical  curriculum. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  perplexity  to  every  true  student 
in  the  educational  world  is  the  ever-widening  courses  of  study. 
But  the  increase  itself  should  not  make  us  anxious,  if  we  pos- 
sess the  ability  to  select  aright.  However,  the  selection  must 
be  made,  and  it  requires  an  acute  mind  to  decide  what  branch 
shall  be  considered  an  accomplishment,  and  which  study  shall 
be  regarded  as  an  indispensable  necessity.  There  are  extremes 
here  as  elsewhere,  and  Puck  voices  one  extreme  when  it  prints 
the  following : — 

"  Ram  it  in,  cram  it  in, 
Children's  heads  are  hollow  ; 
Slam  it  in,  jam  it  in. 
Still  there's  more  to  follow — 
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Hygiene  and  history, 
Astronomic  mystery, 
Algebra,  histology 
Latin,  etymology. 
Botany,  geometry, 
Greek  and  trigonometry — 
Ram  it  in,  cram  it  in. 
Children's  heads  are  hollow. 

Rap  it  in,  tap  it  in, 
What  are  teachers  paid  for? 
Bang  it  in,  slam  it  in. 
What  are  children  made  for? 
Ancient  archaeology, 
Aryan  philology, 
Prosody,  zoology. 
Physics,  clinictology, 
Calculus  and  mathematics, 
Rhetoric  and  hydrostatics ; 
Hoax  it  io,  coax  it  in. 
Children's  heads  are  hollow." 

The  other  extreme  is  represented  by  the  three  R's — readin', 
"ritin'  and  'rithmetic.  Let  us  endeavor  to  strike  the  golden 
mean,  for  after  we  have  done  all,  and  the  best  we  can,  many 
things  will  have  to  be  left  for  the  student  to  gather  in  whatever 
manner  he  may  find  it  practicable  or  convenient  to  do  so  after 
graduation. 

Citizens  of  Dover,  we  have  excellent  schools,  and  the  supe- 
i-iority  of  our  schools  and  teachers  is  recognized  throughout 
New  Hampshire,  and  even  in  other  states.  Allow  nothing  to 
be  done  to  depreciate  the  value  and  usefulness  of  our  school 
system,  and  our  city's  future  will  rest  in  safe  hands.

RHNl^Ali  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  School  District  of  the 
City  of  Dover  : — 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  first 
annual  report  upon  the  schools  of  this  city,  it  being  the  twen- 
tieth in  the  series  of  annual  reports  of  the  superintendents  of 
schools. 

September  8,  Gov.  Ramsdell  appointed  Supt.  Channing 
Folsom  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Mr.  Folsom's 
resignation  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  to  take 
effect  at  its  convenience,  and  September  21,  Principal  Frank 
H.  Pease  of  the  Sawyer  school  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
His  term  of  office  began  October  1.  Mr.  Folsom  had  served 
the  city  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  sixteen  years.  Res- 
olutions upon  his  retirement  were  adopted  by  the  Committee. 
They  may  be  found  in  Appendix  M  of  this  report. 

Having  been  in  charge  of  the  supervision  of  the  schools 
less  than  three  months,  I  do  not  feel  qualified  to  write  a 
lengthy  report  upon  their  condition. 

The  school  year  begins  in  September  and  ends  in  June  of 
the  year  next  succeeding.  The  fiscal  year  extends  from  Jan- 
uary 1  to  December  31.  All  statistics  concerning  attendance 
of  pupils,  enrollment,  etc.,  are  based  upon  the  school  year; 
financial  statistics  are  based  upon  the  fiscal  year. 

Thirteen  buildings  are  occupied  for  school  purposes,  and 
forty-two  teachers  are  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  the  teach 
ers  are  distributed  as  follows  :

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HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Teachers. — Miss  Mary  R.  Hardy,  assistant  iu  the  High 
school,  after  being  re-elected  in  June,  declined  the  election, 
and  Mr.  Robert  J.  Sisk,  a  graduate  of  the  Dover  High  school, 
in  the  class  of  '93,  and  of  Dartmouth  college,  class  of  '97, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

From  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  needs  of  the  school,  I  am 
satisfied  that,  with  a  reasonable  increase  in  the  membership, 
another  teacher  will  soon  be  needed.  The  September  regis- 
tration in  1888  was  138;  in  1897,  167;  and  in  1898,  186. 
During  the  fall  term  the  Principal  has  had  no  period  for  super- 
vision. This  is  all  wrong.  The  welfare  of  the  school  de- 
mands that  he  should  be  familiar  with  the  class  work  of  each 
of  his  teachers.  In  this  way  alone  can  he  improve  the  meth- 
ods of  instruction  and  keep  the  school  up  to  the  standard  de- 
manded by  the  times.  He  should  be  a  principal  in  the  truest 
sense  of  the  word,  and  not  merely  a  teacher.  He  should  have 
at  least  two  periods  for  supervision. 

Building. — For  several  years  my  predecessor  has  urgently 
advocated  the  erection  of  a  new  building.  Every  one  of  the 
130  seats  in  the  main  room  is  occupied,  and  during  the  month 
of  September,  54  pupils  were  provided  with  seats  in  two  of 
the  recitation  rooms.  Such  a  condition  cannot  fail  to  injure 
the  best  work  of  the  school.  The  noise  from  passing  trains 
makes  it  very  difficult  for  teachers  and  pupils  to  carry  on  suc- 
cessful class  work,  and  the  building  is  more  difficult  of  access 
than  any  other  school  house  in  the  city,  with  possibly  one  ex- 
ception.

Eighty-seven  pupils  finished  the  Grammar  school  course  in 
June.  Sixty-two  of  these  entered  the  High  school  in  Septem- 
ber, twenty- four  from  the  Belknap  school  and  thirty- eight 
from  the  Sawyer. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

No  change  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  in  the  teach- 
ing force  of  the  Primary  schools.  Probably  the  success  of 
public  education  depends  more  upon  the  Primary  schools  than 
upon  any  other  grade.  Here  the  child  makes  his  start,  and 
here  his  habits  of  punctuality,  obedience,  regularity  in  attend- 
ance, and  neatness  are  formed.  Properly  trained  during  the 
first  four  years  of  his  course,  the  pupil  will  have  made  an  ex- 
cellent beginning  in  his  education. 

It  seems  to  me  that  our  Primary  schools  are  putting  too 
much  stress  upon  the  education  of  the  pupil's  reasoning  pow- 
ers, and  upon  the  mere  acquisition  of  knowledge.  The  proper 
work  of  the  Primary  schools  should  be  to  teach  the  pupil  to 
read  and  write ;  to  give  him  a  knowledge  of  the  easier  rela- 
tions of  numbers ;  to  lead  him  to  like  the  best  things  in  juve- 
nile literature ;  and  to  train  him  to  use  his  senses  to  the  best 
advantage  in  observing  the  wonders  of  nature.  The  child  has 
little  scientific  interest  in  nature,  and  hence  it  would  be  a 
waste  of  valuable  time  to  try  to  teach  him  the  scientific  as- 
pects of  nature  at  a  very  early  age.     He  should  be  taught  to 
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love  dumb   animals,  and  to  do  everything  in  his  power  to  alle- 
viate their  sufferings. 

UNGRADED    SCHOOLS. 

Four  Ungraded  schools  have  been  maintained  during  the 
past  year.  They  are  the  Garrison  Hill,  Upper  Neck,  Lower 
Neck,  and  Back  River  schools.  The  membership  during  the 
last  month  of  the  term  ending  Dec.  16,  1898,  was  twenty-five, 
sixteen,  fourteen,  and  eighteen  respectively.  No  matter  how 
faithful  and  successful  the  teachers  may  be,  these  schools  must 
necessarily  suffer  for  several  reasons,  not  the  least  important 
of  which  is  the  pupil's  inability  to  gain  power  from  contact 
with  larger  classes,  thus  enabling  him  to  measure  his  strength 
with  that  of  his  fellows.

EVENING    SCHOOL. 

The  term  of  the  Evening  school  which  began  Nov.  1,  1897, 
closed  Feb.    18,  1898.     The  school  was    reopened  Nov.  7  and

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continued  until  Dec.  16,  wlien  it  closed  for  two  weeks'  vaca- 
tion. Mr.  Robert  J.  Sisk  and  Miss  Grace  E.  Hull  were  the 
teachers.

The  usefulness  of  the  Evening  school  is  seriously  impaired 
by  irregular  attendance.  In  my  opinion  the  Evening  School 
Committee  should  endeavor  to  remedy  this  evil,  either  by  charg- 
ing a  nominal  admission  fee  as  a  pledge  that  the  pupil  intends 
to  be  regular  in  his  attendance  and  to  do  conscientious  work, 
or  by  requiring  a  deposit  of  a  small  sum,  say  one  dollar. 
Should  a  pupil  find  it  neccessar}'  to  withdraw  from  the  school, 
this  deposit  would  be  refunded  provided  his  attendance  and  • 
work  had  been  satisfactory.  The  first  plan  has  been  tried  in 
Newport,  R.  I.,  and  the  second  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  with 
good  results.  Still  other  cities  have  required  the  pupil  to  sign 
a  statement  that  he  will  endeavor  to  be  regular  and  punctual  in 
his  attendance.  A  violation  of  this  pledge  severed  his  con- 
nection with  the  school. 

The  Evening  school  is  supported  mainly  for  adults  and  for 
persons  of  more  than  sixteen  years  of  age  whose  business  pre- 
vents their  attendance  in  the  day  schools.  If  properly  con- 
ducted, no  school  supported  by  the  city  will  yield  better  re- 
sults. No  other  pupils  need  instruction  in  the  English  lan- 
guage as  much  as  those  in  the  Evening  school.  Fully  thirty- 
five  per  cent,  of  those  now  in  attendance  speak  very  little  Eng- 
lish, and  many  of  them  can  make  themselves  understood  with 
diflSculty.  This  state  of  affairs  prevents  much  class  work  and 
necessitates   individual  instruction  in  a  large  measure.     From 
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frequent   visits  to  the  school,  I  am  satisfied   that  the    teachers 
are  doing  good  work. 

BUILDINGS. 

Thirteen  buildings,  containing  forty-one  rooms,  are  in  use 
for  school  purposes.  The  general  condition  of  the  buildings 
and  the  furniture  is  excellent.  But  furnaces  will  wear  out  and 
refuse  to  do  their  work  properly,  and,  in  spite  of  care  and  vigi- 
lance on  the  part  of  teachers,  a  few  careless  or  malicious  pu- 
pils will  deface  books  and  desks.  The  care  of  school  property 
is  an  important  part  of  a  teacher's  duty,  and  a  conscientious 
teacher  will  have  a  personal  oversight  of  all  property  intrusted 
to  her  charge.  Training  in  the  proper  use  of  school  property 
should  begin  in  the  lowest  class  of  the  Primary  school  and 
continue  with  unrelaxing  vigilance  to  the  end  of  the  High 
school  course!  Pupils'  desks  should  be  inspected  at  least  once 
a  week,  and  text-books  several  times  each  term.  If  a  pupil  is 
required  to  pay  promptly  for  an  injury  to  books  or  furniture, 
he  will  be  likely  to  turn  his  destructive  energies  to  a  better 
use. 

While  it  might  seem  unwise  to  expend  a  considerable  sum 
of  money  upon  the  High  school  building,  yet  if  teachers  and 
pupils  are  to  work  there  thirty-eight  weeks  in  the  year,  it  cer- 
tainly should  be  made  comfortable  and  healthful.  In  my  opin- 
ion sanitary  reasons  demand  that  the  boys'  outhouse  be  placed 
in  the  basement. 

The  furnaces  in  the  Peirce  school  are  in  a  bad  condition, 
and  ought  to  be  replaced  at  once.  I  recommend  that  when 
any  change  is  made,  modern  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus 
be  placed  in  this  building.  The  furniture  in  two  rooms  of  this 
school  is  antiquated  and  unsuitable  for  the  needs  and  com- 
fort of  the  pupils.  I  have  recommended  that  the  Committee 
on  Repairs  of  School  Houses  purchase  new  furniture  for  these 
rooms. 

The  linings  and  grates  in  the  furnaces  in  the  Belknap 
school  are  cracked,  necessitating  a  considerable  waste  in  fuel. 
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If  these   parts   cannot    be  replaced,  new   furnaces    should  be 
purchased. 

New  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  was  put  into  the 
Varney  school  last  summer  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,700.00.  One 
room  of  the  same  building  was  provided  with  adjustable  fur- 
niture.    It  meets  the  approval  of  teacher  and  pupils. 

CROWDED    SCHOOLS. 

Many  educational  experts  claim  that  forty  pupils  is  the  larg- 
est number  that  a  teacher  can  handle  with  satisfactory  results  ; 
still  others  assert  that  thirty  or  thirty-five  should  be  the  max- 
imum number.  I  quote  from  Supt.  Channing  Folsom's  report 
for  1894  : 

"At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Teachers'  As- 
sociation, President  Eliot  of  Harvard  University  said  that  in 
the  universities,  where  the  instructors  are  men  of  great  skill 
in  their  departments,  and  where  the  students  are  persons  who 
have  already  formed  habits  of  investigation  and  study,  di- 
visions of  not  more  than  twenty-five  or  thirty  pupils  are  as- 
signed to  each  instructor,  because  larger  classes  cannot  be 
successfully  taught." 

Supt.  Whittemore  of  Waltham,  Mass.,  recently  said  :  "We 
rarely  have  more  than  four  pupils  out  of  forty  who  are  not 
promoted,  and  the  average  is  much  below  that.  I  ascribe 
this  good  condition  to  one  thing  more  than  any  other — the  as- 
signing of  small  numbers  to  each  teacher." 

We  have  eleven  teachers  in  the  Grammar  schools,  and  nine- 
teen in  the  Primary.  During  the  fall  term  ending  Dec.  16,  the 
average  membership  of  seven  of  the  Grammar  school  classes 
and  twelve  of  the  Primary  was  more  than  forty.  At  the  close 
of  the  term,  six  classes  in  the  Grammar  schools  and 
thirteen  in  the  Primary  had  more  than  forty  pupils  each ;  and 
six  Primary  classes  had  a  membership  of  more  than  forty-five. 
Naturally,  the  Primary  schools  were  the  more  crowded.  The 
third  and  fourth  classes  of  the  Sawyer  had  forty-six  each ; 
two  classes  in  the  Hale  and  Peirce,  forty-eight ;  and  the  fourth 
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classes  of  the  Varney  and  Hale,  fif t3'-one  and  fifty-eight,  re- 
spectively. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  about  57  per  cent,  of  the  teach- 
ers in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  schools  are  struggling  to 
teach  classes  in  excess  of  the  maximum  number  allowed  by 
our  best  educators.  These  teachers  are  required  to  prepare 
their  pupils  for  promotion.  They  are  required  to  teach,  drill, 
and  test  from  forty  to  fifty  pupils,  when  they  would  be  doing 
excellent  work  if  they  were  to  promote  thirty-five.  The  task 
is  a  most  difficult  one. 

The  average  enrollment  in  our  schools  has  increased  from 
1,313  in  1888-89  to  1,468  in  1898-99,  again  of  155.  It  being 
reasonable  to  expect  a  continued  increase,  I  respectfully  rec- 
ommend that  steps  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to  provide  for 
such  increase  by  suitable  accommodations. 

TEACHERS. 

Changes  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  High  and  the  Sawyer 
schools  have  already  been  noted  in  another  part  of  this  report. 
Miss  Ethel  S.  Chute,  teacher  of  drawing,  having  secured  a 
more  remunerative  position  in  the  schools  of  Leominster, 
Mass.,  was  released  Jan.  3,  and  Miss  Grace  W.  Livesey  of 
Everett,  Mass.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  teaching  force  of  our  schools  is  a  strong  one.  But 
there  is  still  need  to  make  it  stronger.  Its  efficiency  may  be 
increased  in  several  ways,  one  of  the  most  important  of  which 
is  professional  study.  This  should  include  the  study  of  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  as  described  by  authoritative  writers 
in  works  upon  teaching  and  in  educational  papers  and  maga- 
zines. Such  manuals  and  publications  are  of  easy  access 
to  the  teacher  at  little  expense.  The  live  teacher  cannot 
afford  to  be  out  of  touch  with  the  best  educational  thought 
of  the  day. 

By  the  liberality  of  the  State,  teachers  "may  attend  teach- 
ers' institutes  held  within  the  State,  as  provided  by  law,  not 
exceeding   three  days  in  any    term  or  five  days   in   any  year." 
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About  three  years  ago  the  teachers  of  this  County  organized  a 
County  Association  of  their  own.  This  association  holds 
four  meetings  each  year,  at  which  interesting  programmes  are 
carried  out.  Every  teacher  in  the  countj'  should  give  it  hei- 
heartiest  support. 

Still  another  valuable  means  of  professional  training  is  to 
be  found  in  the  study  of  the  actual  work  of  other  teachers  in 
the  school  room,  A  regulation  of  this  Board  allows  teachers 
to  take  "one-half  day  each  term,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  other  schools,  to 
observe  methods  of  discipline  and  instruction."  Teachers  as 
a  class,  are  liable  either  to  be  satisfied  with  their  own  work, 
or  indifferent  to  the  work  of  other  teachers.  Habitual  satis- 
faction with  one's  own  work  is  fatal  to  success.  It  is  a  pow- 
erful narcotic  that  should  be  expelled  from  the  system  at  once. 
Every  ambitious  teacher  should  continue  to  visit  other 
schools,  profiting  by  their  excellencies  as  well  as  by  their  mis- 
takes. 

THE    NEED  OP    A.  COMMERICIAL  COURSE    IN   THE    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Our  High  school  will  bear  favorable  comparison  with  an3' 
similar  school  in  the  State.  Its  certificates  are  accepted  for 
admission  to  college,  and  its  graduates  from  the  classical 
course  have  given  an  excellent  account  of  themselves  in  higher 
institutions  of  learning.  But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  school 
ought  to  furnish  as  thorough  a  training  for  ordinary  business 
as  it  is  doing  for  college.  So  far  from  doing  this,  it  is  fur- 
nishing almost  no  training  for  actual  business.  To  the  objec- 
tion that  is  often  made  that  it  is  not  the  province  of  a  High 
school  to  specialize,  I  would  say  that  nearly  every  High 
school  does  specialize  by  using  its  best  energies  upon  classical 
preparation  for  college.  The  times  demand  that  this  should 
be  changed.  A  large  majority  of  the  best  High  schools  in 
New  England  are  offering  extensive  elective  courses.  We 
have  three  courses  open  to  our  High  school  pupils, — the  clas- 
sical, the  Latin-scientific,  and  the  English.  Of  the  241  pupils 
who  have  graduated  from  our  High  school  during  the  last  ten 
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years,  it  is  probably  within  bounds  to  say  that  not  more  than  ten 
per  cent,  of  them  have  pursued  their  studies  further.  What 
have  we  done  for  the  other  ninety  per  cent,  ? 

H.  M.  Rowe,  Ph.  D.,  in  a  recent  article  upon  "The  Com- 
mercial High  School"  says:  "It  is  stated  that  from  ninety- 
five  to  ninety-seven  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  who  enter  High 
schools  go  no  further.  *  *  *  *  'pjjg  remaining  five  per 
cent,  who  are  graduated  and  continue  their  studies  in  higher 
institutions,  will  be  as  well  prepared  for  any  but  a  classical 
course  of  study  as  those  who  have  taken  the  academic  course 
in  the  High  school.  Those  who  enter  technical  schools,  such 
as  law,  scientific  and  trade  schools,  will  be  much  better  pre- 
pared than  they  would  be  had  they  taken  an  academic  course." 

Miss  Mary  S.  Snow,  Superintendent  of  the  Bangor,  Me., 
schools,  in  her  report  for  1897,  says  :  "There  is  not  a  pupil 
in  the  High  school  who  will  not  be  in  pressing  need  of  business 
knowledge,  of  business  correspondence,  commercial  law,  bank- 
ing, the  arrangement  of  accounts,  innumerable  data  which  a 
well-arranged  and  conducted  commercial  course  should  give. 
Girls  and  boys  alike,  in  whatever  walk  of  life  their  lines  may 
fall,  are  bound  to  need  this  kind  of  training." 

That  I  might  speak  intelligently  upon  this  subject,  I  sent 
circular  letters  to  the  superintendents  of  schools  in  forty- 
eight  New  England  cities,  including  Portsmouth,  Rochester, 
Manchester,  Nashua,  Concord,  Portland,  Bangor,  Brockton, 
Holyoke,  Melrose,  Maiden,  Watertown  and  Woburn,  and  re- 
ceived replies  from  forty  of  them.  A  summary  of  the  infor- 
mation I  received  follows : 
Cities  having  commercial  course  in  High  school  21 

Cities  having  partial  commercial  course 5 

Cities  having   no  commercial  course 14 

Shorthand  and  typewriting  are  taught  in 23 

Special  teachers  are  employed  in 20 

Length  of  course 2  to  4  years. 

Average  per  cent,  of  pupils  taking  such  course  25 

A    model  commereial'  course,  in  my   opinion,  ought    to  in- 
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elude  bookkeeping,  commei'cial  ai'ithmetic,  penmanship,  Eng- 
lish composition,  English,  algebra,  geometry.  United  States 
history,  civil  government,  industrial  geography,  commercial 
law,  industrial  chemistry,  rhetoric,  public  speaking  and  elocu- 
tion, either  French,  German  or  Spanish,  typewriting,  and  per- 
haps shorthand. 

Such  a  course  would  probably  not  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
our  High  school,  but  a  modification  of  it  could  readily  be  united 
with  our  English  course  in  such  a  way  that  only  one  additional 
teacher  would  be  needed.  A  good  commercial  course  should 
give  the  pupil  as  good  mental  discipline  as  is  furnished  by 
any  other  course  ;  a  thorough  training  in  business  and  com- 
merce;  and  the  ability  to  be  of  the  most  possible  usefulness 
to  the  community  in  which  he  may  live. 

I  recommend  that  your  Board  give  the  adoption  of  such  a 
course  careful  consideration. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  duties  of  superintendent  of  schools  are  trying  and 
often  vexatious  even  to  the  experienced  superintendent ;  they 
are  especially  so  to  one  without  previous  experience.  I  ap- 
preciate the  forbearance  that  I  have  received  from  all.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  members  of  your  Board  for  their  hearty  support 
in  my  work,  the  Committee  on  Repairs  of  School  Houses  for 
the  interest  they  are  showing  in  the  needed  improvements  of 
the  buildings,  the  teachers  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  my 
plans,  and  the  pupils  for  their  uniform  courtesy.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  DRAWING. 


To  THE  Superintendent  op  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  feel  a  little  diffident  about  presenting  the 
annual  report  as  I  have  not  yet  completed  a  year's  service  in 
the  Dover  schools  ;  but  success,  after  all,  is  only  relative.  "It 
is  not  so  much  the  actual  measure  of  what  we  accomplish  that 
is  weighed  in  the  scale  of  achievement  as  the  sum  of  the  diffi- 
culties overcome." 

When  entering  upon  the  work  last  February  there  was  put 
into  my  hands  a  carefully  prepared  "Guide  to  Art  Study  for 
the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  of  Dover,"  fresh  from  the 
printers.  These  were  distributed  among  the  teachers,  and 
with  their  hearty  co-operation  we  attempted  to  complete  my 
predecessor's  plans,  and  avoid,  if  possible,  the  break  occa- 
sioned by  a  new  specialist. 

June  found  many  children  happy  in  their  attainment  of  the 
power  to  draw  a  flower  or  plant.  Brighter  eyes  and  more 
beaming  faces  may  be  seen  this  June  if  we  can  have  water- 
colors  for  the  spring  term.  Imitating  the  blending  of  colors 
in  nature  in  a  subtle  and  indirect  way  will  teach  them  harmony 
of  color,  later  to  be  applied  to  more  practical  use  of  dress  or 
home  adornment. 

This  fall  the  work  has  been  graded  in  the  High  school  so 
far  as  was  possible,  and  next  year  will  add  to  this  plan  another 
class,  and  thus  drawing  will  become  a  four  years'  course.  A 
class  in  mechanical  drawing  has  been  formed,  and  the  set  of 
mechanical  instruments  furnished  each  pupil  has  been  a  source 
of  pride  and  an  added  incentive  to  good  work.     The  charcoal 
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class  is  sadly  in  need  of  bric-a-brac.  A  monthly  or  term 
allowance  would  soon  obviate  this,  and  at  the  same  time  ad- 
rait  of  the  teacher's  selecting  from  time  to  time  odd  bits  that 
would  not  only  appear  attractive  in  "still  life"  groups  but 
tend  to  cultivate  a  refined  taste. 

The  entering  class  spent  the  first  term  in  mastering  the  prin- 
ciples of  perspective,  and  can  now  draw,  among  other  diflScult 
problems,  a  door  opening  from  or  toward  the  spectator,  or  a 
box  with  its  lid  open  at  any  angle,  and  have  the  lid  fit  the  top 
of  the  box. 

The  Grammar  grades  are  about  to  take  up  mechanical  work, 
after  having  drawn  from  models  and  dealt  with  the  simpler 
problems  of  perspective.  In  connection  with  this  work  a 
home  sketch  of  some  object,  illustrating  the  principles  taken 
in  the  class,  has  been  required  from  each  pupil. 

The  Primary  grades  have  had  no  form  study  but  have  drawn 
from  objects  from  the  plant  world,  which  will  be  continued  as 
far  as  the  season  permits. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation, 
and  to  say  that  to  the  intelligent  carrying  out  of  the  plans 
outlined  in  our  teachers'  meetings  is  due  the  actual  work  ac- 
complished in  the  school  room.

OF  THE 

TEACHER  OF  MUSIC. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Gentlemen : — To  report  to  such  an  intelligent  and  inter- 
ested School  Committee  as  this  whose  members  know  by  per- 
sonal observation  and  by  communication  with  the  Superin- 
tendent what  is  being  done  in  the  schools  seems  a  formality 
almost  unnecessary,  yet  I  deem  it  a  privilege  to  tell  you  of 
the  progress  made  in  music  in  1898. 

Plans  and  methods  outlined  to  you  a  year  ago  have  been 
developed  and  are  being  carried  out  with  success.  The  credit 
for  this  is  neither  claimed  by,  nor  belongs  entirely  to,  the 
director  of  music,  for  the  grade  teachers,  in  whose  rooms  the 
work  is  being  done,  deserve  a  large  share  of  praise  if  any 
good  is  being  accomplished.  What  is  done  in  the  public 
schools  in  music  depends  to  a  certain  extent  on  the  knowl- 
edge, ability  and  enthusiasm  of  the  grade  teachers  who  give 
daily  lessons,  so  they  should  share  with  the  special  teacher 
the  credit  for  success  or  the  blame  for  failure.  As  Dover's 
force  of  grade  teachers  is  altogether  so  intelligent,  observing 
and  receptive  of  new  ideas,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish 
many  things,  and  as  teachers  and  pupils  become  more  famil- 
iar with  the  material  they  are  using,  much  more  can  be  done. 
Last  year,  following  precedent,  the  Primary  schools  were 
visited  bi-weekly  and  the  upper  grades  weekly  throughout  the 
year.  To  treat  all  grades  fairly  the  schedule  has  been  read- 
justed to  give  weekly  visits  to  the  Primary  grades  in  the  fall 
and  the  Grammar  grades  in  the  winter  and  spring,  and  bi- 
weekly lessons  to  the  Grammar  schools  in  the  fall  and  the 
Primary  in  the   winter  and  spring.     This  has  called  for  more 
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work  from  me  but  has  brought  good  results.  The  High  school 
chorus  has  been  drilled  by  the  special  teacher  every  Thursday 
morning  and  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term  extra  time  was  given 
to  prepare  for  the  exercises  on  the  closing  day. 

As  the  extra  attention  given  last  year  to  secure  a  fine  qual- 
ity of  tone  has  made  good  voice  production  habitual,  we  have 
been  able  to  give  more  time  to  the  theory  of  music.  All  Pri- 
mary and  Grammar  grades  now  are  equipped  with  the  books  and 
charts  of  the  Natural  Music  Course,  by  F.  H.  Ripley  and 
Thomas  Tapper.  This  course  has  won  the  favor  of  teachers 
and  pupils  and  is  one  of  the  best  published.  It  is  put  to- 
gether on  sound  musical  and  pedagogic  principles  and  is  per- 
fectly adjusted  to  public  school  work  with  its  effective  drills 
and  exercises  and  its  choice  collection  of  good  songs  with  fine 
poetry  and  the  best  of  music.  Everything  that  can  be  put  on 
paper  seems  to  be  there  to  relieve  the  busy  teacher  and  to  in- 
sure quick,  systematic  and  effective  work.  Success  will  crown 
the  efforts  of  a  grade  teacher  who  has  tact,  rythm  and  a  good 
ear,  and  who  understands  thoroughly  what  she  is  to  accom- 
plish with  her  class.  The  careful  grading  is  a  feature  of  the 
system  and  the  teachers  are  progressing  in  the  mastery  of  the 
details  of  the  work  in  their  different  grades. 

During  the  fall  term  special  attention  has  been  given  to  pri- 
mary work  in  all  its  phases  and  the  ground  has  been  well  and 
fully  covered.  The  training  the  child  is  given  in  music,  as  in 
other  things,  during  the  first  four  years  is  all  important.  Op- 
portunities or  time  lost  then  may  never  be  recovered  entirely. 
For  this  reason  mid-year  promotions  seriously  interfere  with 
good  work.  To  be  thoroughly  prepared  for  higher  work  the 
child  must  take  every  step  in  this  well-graded  course,  and 
taking  him  from  a  class  in  which  he  is  doing  well  and  putting 
him  with  children  a  year  ahead  of  him  in  music  hurts  the 
child,  lowers  the  average  of  the  class  he  enters  and  retards 
work.  From  a  musical  standpoint  they  should  be  avoided 
when  possible. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  new  music  books  have  been  in 
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use  throughout  the  Grammar  grades.  The  work  done  has  im- 
proved in  quality  and  quantity,  and  as  the  children  come  up 
from  lower  rooms  better  equipped  and  the  teachers  have  an  op- 
portunity to  become  more  familiar  with  the  material,  the  stand- 
ard will  rise.  Boys  and  girls  who  enter  from  Ungraded 
schools  would  be  less  embarrassed  and  enjoy  and  appreciate 
the  music  in  their  class  better  if  they  could  be  given  a  little 
instruction  in  the  Ungraded  schools.  They  should  be 
equipped  at  once  with  books  and  charts  adapted  to  their  needs 
and  the  teachers  allowed  to  give  the  best  instruction  they  can 
with  suggestions  from  time  to  time  from  the  special  teacher. 

The  public  performances  of  the  High  school  chorus  at  the 
festival  of  the  Dover  Choral  Society,  May  13,  1898,  at  the 
graduation  of  the  class  of  '98,  and  at  the  musical  and  rhetor- 
ical exercises  at  the  High  school  building  Dec.  16,  1898,  show 
what  is  being  done  with  music  in  this  fine  school.  The  music 
at  graduation  was  enhanced  by  seating  the  entire  school  on 
the  stage  on  tiered  seats  very  kindly  loaned  to  the  city  by  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Fish,  agent  of  the  Cocheco  Manufacturing  Co. 
The  sight  was  impressive  and  the  music  was  heard  at  its  best. 
Supplementary  music,  first-class  in  quality  and  low  in  price, 
has  been  used  a  good  deal  in  the  school  and  as  we  have  been 
endeavoring  to  preserve  the  music  bought,  a  musical  library 
is  well  started.  Of  the  large  amount  of  music  bought  of  this 
kind  before  September,  1897,  very  little  was  preserved. 

I  take  pleasure  in  thanking  the  School  Committee,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  Channing  Folsom,  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Frank  H.  Pease,  for  generous  sup- 
port and  encouragement  during  1898,  and  remain

ORDINANCES. 


PASSED    BY    THE    CITY    COUNCILS    DURING    THE 
YEAR   1898. 


Section  5  of  Article  IV  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Dover,  governing  the  appointment  of  police  officers, 
was  amended  March  3,  increasing  the  number  of  patrolmen 
from  seven  to  eight ;  on  the  4th  of  August  the  ordinance  was 
further  amended  by  increasing  the  number  to  nine. 


HIGHWAYS. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover  : 

Section  1.  The  City  Councils  shall  annually,  in  the  month 
of  January,  choose  in  convention,  and  by  joint  ballot,  a  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  Highway 
Districts  in  the  city,  and  to  be  styled  Superintendent  of 
Streets ;  and  the  said  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  election, 
and  until  another  is  chosen  and  qualified  in  his  stead,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  City  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Mayor  and  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets, 
Sewers  and  Drains,  shall  have  general  charge  and  supervision 
of  the  highways,  streets,  public  squares,  lanes  and  side- 
walks of  the  city,  and  shall  attend  to  the  making,  amending, 
and  alteration  thereof,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  kept  in  good 
and  suitable  repair.  He  shall  also  superintend  the  construc- 
tion   and  repairing  of  drains  and    common   sewers,  and    shall 
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see  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Marshal  are  notified  of  the  exist- 
ence of  any  nuisance,  obstruction,  or  encroachment  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  said  highways  or  squares.  In  case  of  any  defect 
or  obstruction  in  any  street  or  highway  he  shall  cause  such 
defect  or  obstruction  to  be  properly  marked  by  fencing  by 
day,  and  by  lanterns  and  fencing  by  night.  The  said  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  may  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the 
supply  of  any  labor  or  materials  he  may  require  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  such  contracts,  whenever  desired  by 
competent  authority,  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers  and 
Drains.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  as  a 
waiver  of  the  rights  of  the  City  Councils  to  delegate,  by 
special  resolution,  any  particular  duty  to  such  other  person  or 
persons  as  may  seem  desirable. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  of  Dover  shall  be  divided  into  suitable 
and  convenient  Highway  Districts,  the  particular  bounds  of 
such  Districts  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  the  City  Councils  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary, or  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs,  choose  in  convention, 
and  by  joint  ballot,  one  person  in  each  of  such  Highway  Dis- 
tricts, except  in  District  number  one,  who  shall  be  styled  As- 
sistant Surveyors  of  Highways.  All  officials  chosen  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  hold 
their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  chosen  and  qualified.  Said  Assistant  Surveyors  shall,  in 
their  official  capacity,  be  subordinate  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  and  may  be  suspended  from  office  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  interests  of 
the  city  seem  to  require  such  action.  In  case  of  the  suspen- 
sion or  physical  incapacity  of  any  Assistant  Surveyor,  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  may,  with  the  advice  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers  and  Drains,  appoint 
some  suitable  person  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  said  office  during 
the  continuance  of  such  suspension  or  disability. 

Sect.  4.     The  Assistant  Surveyors  shall  judiciously  perform 
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such  labor,  and  employ  only  such  help  in  their  respective 
Districts,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  directions  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  at  no  time  exceeding  the  appro- 
priation which  may  be  assigned  their  particular  District 
by  the  Mayor  and  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  Sew- 
ers and  Drains.  Said  Assistant  Surveyors  shall,  as  often  as 
once  a  month,  render  under  oath  a  detailed  account  of  their 
expenditures,  setting  forth  the  names  of  all  persons  hired  and 
the  length  of  time  in  hours  each  has  been  employed,  on  blanks 
furnished  by  the  city,  so  that  each  employe  may  receipt  for  his 
wages  ;  which  accounts  or  pay-rolls,  being  approved  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Committee 
on  Claims,  and  paid  upon  receipt  by  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
pay-rolls  for  labor  performed  in  District  number  one  shall  be 
sworn  to  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Claims,  and  each  person  named  paid  upon  re- 
ceipt by  the  City  Treasurer  on  Monday  of  each  week.  Said 
Assistant  Surveyors  shall  receive  and  allow  each  person  em- 
ployed by  them,  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  per  hour,  while  actu- 
ally engaged  in  the  service  of  the  city.  Owners  of  animals 
shall  be  allowed  a  like  sum  of  fifteen  cents  per  hour  for  each 
animal  necessarily  employed. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  grant 
any  jjerson,  firm  or  corporation  permission  to  encumber  any 
street,  sidewalk  or  public  square  in  said  City  of  Dover,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting,  altering  or  removing  buildings,  or  to 
dig  up  or  encumber  the  same  in  any  other  manner,  they  shall, 
as  a  condition  to  granting  such  permission,  require  the  party 
obtaining  the  same  to  furnish  a  bond  of  indemnity  to  the  City 
of  Dover  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  may 
think  proper. 

Sect.  6.  Chapter  IX  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Dover,  as  printed,  and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.   7.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Passed  May  5,  1898. 
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SIDEWALKS. 


Be  it  Ordained  by  tlie  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  owner  or  owners  of  land  abut- 
ting upon  any  street  or  highway  in  the  compact  part  of  the 
City  of  Dover,  shall  make  application  to  the  City  Councils  for 
edgestone  to  be  set  in  front  of  said  land,  said  petitioner  or 
petitioners  shall,  as  a  condition  to  the  granting  thereof, 
file  with  the  City  Clerk  at  the  time  said  petition  is  presented, 
an  agreement  in  writing  to  lay,  within  ninety  days  from  the 
setting  of  said  edgestone,  a  sidewalk  of  hard  burned  brick,  or 
concrete,  or  other  material,  said  sidewalk  to  be  in  all  respects 
satisfactory  to  the  Mayor  and  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Streets,  Sewers  and  Drains. 

Sect.  2.  If  said  owner  or  owners  fail  to  construct  such 
sidewalk  within  the  time  fixed  in  said  agreement,  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers  and  Drains  shall  forth- 
with proceed  to  complete  said  sidewalk,  and  assess  upon  the 
abutting  owner  or  owners  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  the  entire 
expense  of  furnishing  and  setting  said  edgestone  and  con- 
structing such  sidewalk ;  and  any  assessment  thus  made  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  owner  of  such  land,  and  shall 
be  a  lien  thereon  for  one  year  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
made  and  notice  given  to  the  person  assessed,  and  said  lands 
may  be  sold  for  non-payment  thereof  as  in  the  case  of  non- 
payment of  taxes  on  resident  lands.  The  land  owner  shall 
have  the  same  right  of  appeal,  with  the  same  procedure,  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sect.  3.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  as 
making  it  obligatory  on  the  part  of  the  City  Councils  or  any 
committee  or  agent  thereof,  to  furnish  and  lay  such  edgestone  ; 
and  no  petition  for  edgestone  shall  be  granted  unless  the  ap- 
propriation for  such  purposes  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  ex- 
pense incident  thereto. 

Passed  May  5,  1898. 
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STREET    SPRINKLING. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Dover : 

Section  1.  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Joint 
vStanding  Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers  and  Drains,  may  grant 
permission  to  some  responsible  resident  of  the  city  of  Dover 
to  operate  so  many  street  sprinklers  upon  the  public  highways 
of  said  city  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  said  sprinklers  and 
all  things  appertaining  thereto,  to  be  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  said  committee  or  the  City  Councils  may,  from 
time  to  time  adopt.  All  permits  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  to  be  so  conditioned  that  the  City  of  Dover 
shall  at  no  time  be  liable  for  any  obligation  in  excess  of  the 
annual  appropriation  for  such  purpose  made  and  provided. 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1899. 

Passed  November  3,  1898. 


HIGHWAY  DISTRICTS. 


AS  ESTABLISHED   BY  THE   BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN, 

MAY  5,  1898. 


District  No.  1  shall  include  the  compact  part  of  the  city, 
and  all  highways,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  not  embraced  in 
any  other  District. 

District  No.  2  shall  begin  at  the  Somersworth  line  near 
Central  Park,  thence  to  the  foot  of  Gage's  Hill,  also  the  Roch- 
ester road  from  Gage's  Hill  to  the  Somersworth  line,  including 
the  back  road,  so  called. 

District  No.  3  shall  begin  at  the  Somersworth  line  on  the 
Blackwater  road,  thence  to  the  Rochester  and  Somersworth 
lines. 

District  No.  4  shall  begin  at  Reyner's  brook,  so  called, 
thence  to  Rochester  line,  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school 
house  to  the  railroad  crossing. 

District  No.  5  shall  begin  at  the  Hull  place  on  Sixth 
street,  thence  to  Indian  brook,  including  roads  leading  to 
Whittier's  Falls  and  Watson  bridges. 

District  No.  6  shall  begin  at  Indian  brook,  near  the  resi- 
dence of  Nathaniel  Home,  thence  to  the  Watson  bridge,  to 
the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Almshouse,  and  the  cross-road 
near  the  residence  of  William  T.  Wentworth. 

District  No.  7  shall  begin  at  the  railroad  crossing  near 
the  Almshouse,  thence  by  the  County  Farm  to  the  Rochester 
line,  and  the  cross-road  to  the  railroad  crossing  by  the  Jenness 
estate. 

District  No.  8  shall  begin  at  Huckleberry  Hill,  thence  to 
the  Dover  Point  school  house. 
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District  No.  9  shall  begin  at  the  Dover  Point  school  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  at  Dover  Point. 

District  No.  10  shall  begin  at  the  lane  leading  to  Sawyer's 
lower  mill,  thence  to  the  bridge  below  the  Austin  farm. 

District  No.  11  shall  begin  at  Huckleberry  Hill,  thence  to 
Upper  Neck  school  house,  including  the  cross-road  from  the 
Furbish  farm  to  the  Austin  place. 

District  No.  12  shall  begin  at  the  top  of  Huckleberry 
Hill,  thence  to  the  bridge  near  the  Austin  farm,  including 
cross-roads. 

District  No.  13  shall  begin  at  Amaziah  Brownell's  house, 
thence  to  Mount  Pleasant  (the  Middle  road),  also  the  Back 
road. 

District  No.  14  shall  begin  at  the  Back  River  school 
house,  and  include  all  cross-roads  to  Madbury  line,  including 
new  road  to  Lougee's  bridge. 

District  No.  15  shall  begin  at  Levi  Towle's  residence, 
thence  to  Mast  road,  including  Mast  road  and  Spruce  lane. 

District  No.  16  shall  begin  at  Madbury  line,  thence  by 
the  Torr  farm  to  the  Cordis  place,  including  cross-road  by  the 
Hooper  farm  and  cross-road  to  Madbury  line. 

District  No.  17  shall  begin  at  the  intersection  of  Silver 
street  and  the  Bellamy  road,  thence  by  both  roads  to  the  Mad- 
bury line.  ' 

District  No.  18  shall  begin  at  the  Faxon  farm,  so  called, 
thence  to  the  Barrington  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  line,  the 
road  to  Madbury  line,  and  the  cross-road  to  the  Watson  bridge. 

District  No.  19  shall  begin  at  the  Eliot  bridge,  thence 
over  the  new  and  old  roads  to  the  brook  near  the  glue  works, 
the  cross-road  to  Portland  street,  and  the  Creek  road  to  the 
Rollinsford  line.

No  account  or  claim  against  the  city,  except  judgments  of 
judicial  courts,  will  be  received  or  acted  upon  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Claims  and  Accounts,  unless  such  account  or  claim 
shall  be  accompanied  with  a  certificate  of  the  officer  or  agent 
authorized  in  behalf  of  the  city  to  make  the  contract  or  cause 
the  expenditure  to  be  made,   that  the  same  is  correct  and  just. 

When  bills  are  certified  to  as  above,  and  left  with  the  City 
Clerk  before  three  o'clock  of  the  day  of  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Claims  and  Accounts,  they  will  be  audited  by  them, 
and  if  approved,  be  ready  for  payment  on  the  Wednesday  fol- 
lowing. 

Meetings  of  the  committee  are  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Monday  evenings  of  each  month,  at  7.30  o'clock.
